Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  1920-32 

"  The  London  Gazette  "  of  February  18  announces  the  with- 
drawal from  John  Thomas  Evans,  M.P.S.,  93  Mortimer  Street, 
London,  W.  i ,  of  authority  to  be  in  possession  of  and  to  supply 
raw  opium,  coca  leaves  and  Indian  hemp,  or  to  manufacture 
any  extract  or  tincture  of  Indian  hemp,  or  any  preparation  to 
which  Part  III  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  applies,  or 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding 
the  drugs  or  preparations  to  which  Part  III  of  the  Act  applies. 

Malt  Extract  Specifications 

Draft  Regulations  have  been  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  2d.)  modifying, 
inter  alia,  the  specifications  for  All-English  (pharmaceutical) 
malt  extract  and  All-English  (veterinary)  malt  extract 
(C.  (~  D..  1929,  II,  545).  The  definitions  given  for  the  phar- 
maceutical quality  are ;  — 

General.  The  e.xtract  shall  be  prepared  from  sound,  clean  malted 
grain  by  digestion  with  water  at  a  suitable  temperature  and  by 
evaporation  of  the  strained  liquid  under  reduced  pressure  at  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  55°  C.  until  an  amber  or  yellowish  brown 
viscous  product  is  obtained  having  the  characteristic  agreeable  odour 
and  sweet  taste.  The  product  shall  be  miscible  with  water  in  all 
proportions,  forming  a  translucent  solution. 


Special.  The  protein  content  shall  not  be  less  than  4.5  per  cent, 
of  the  total  weight.  The  arsenic  content  shall  not  exceed  1.4  part 
per  million.  The  specific  gravity  at  15.5°  C.  shall  be  from  1.40  to 
1.42,  and  the  refractive  index  at  20°  C.  from  1.4892  to  1.4976. 

A  foot-note  states  that  extract  of  malt  as  defined  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  would  confonn  with  these  re- 
quirements. The  Third  Schedule  to  the  draft  Regulations 
gives  methods  of  determining  diastatic  activity  and  fibre 
content. 

Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  .Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Employees  was  held  on  February  18  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.i,  presided  over  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Matthewson.  Mr. 
O.  J.  Frost,  organising  secretary  of  the  National  Amalgamated 
Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen  and  Clerks,  with 
which  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees  is  asso- 
ciated, pointed  out  in  his  report  that  the  Association  really 
began  last  May,  and  to  the  end  of  December  there  was  a 
balance  of  7s.  8d.  There  was  an  adverse  balance  of  roughly 
/3,  as  some  accounts  remained  unpaid,  and  his  opinion  was 
that  this  would  right  itself  in  time.  The  Committee  had  been 
very  active  and  had  held  a  number  of  propaganda  meetings  in 
different  localities,  and  he  considered  the  results  had  justified 
the  efforts.  It  was,  however,  a  well-known  fact  that  many 
people  became  enthusiastic  and  joined  different  bodies,  but 
after  a  short  time  they  failed  to  keep  up  Iheir  membership. 
A  National  Conference  of  the  Association  had  also  been  held, 
and  two  members  had  benefited  from  legal  action.  He  felt 
that  the  Association  had  justified  its  existence,  and  its  future 
progress  was  assured.  This,  he  declared,  could  only  result  from 
the  realisation  that  they  were  linked  up  with  a  virile  trade 
union  organisation.  Mr.  W.  Atkinson  (secretary),  who  was 
asked  to  supplement  the  report,  said  that  although  no  social 
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and  sports  functions  had  occurred  during  the  past  year,  the 
Committee  intended  to  spread  out  in  this  direction  as  soon  as 
the  membership  justified  the  step.  The  chairman  said  he  con- 
sidered that  they  had  done  extremely  well.  Some  of  their 
members  were  constantly  being  moved  about,  to  the  North 
and  to  Wales.  At  the  end  of  the  year  they  had  a  membership 
of  about  eighty. 

The  election  of  officers  followed,  and  Mr.  Matthewson  and 
Mr.  Atkinson  were  re-elected  Chairman  and  Secretary  respec- 
tively. Mr.  J.  A.  Towe  was  elected  Vice-Chairman,  and  the 
next  question  arose  as  to  the  Committee.  After  some  discus- 
sion it  was  eventually  decided  that  it  should  consist  of  five 
other  members  in  addition  to  the  three  officers  already 
elected.  Those  elected  were  Messrs.  Berry,  Davenport,  Dingley, 
James  and  Sutherland.  The  chairman  gave  a  summary  of  the 
report  on  the  National  Conference,  which  was  held  at  the 
Grafton  Hotel  on  February  2.  He  said  they  decided  they 
should  have  some  means  of  keeping  in  touch  with  one  another, 
and  it  was  therefore  proposed  they  should  issue  a  small  leaflet, 
which  was  referred  to  as  "The  Bulletin,"  but  which  would 
probably  have  a  title  something  like  "  The  Monthly  Review  of 
Pharmacy."  The  chairman  next  dealt  with  the  question  of 
the  annual  dinner,  which  had  been  provisionally  arranged  for 
March  26  at  the  Trade  Union  Club.  Mr.  Frost  proposed,  Mr. 
Atkinson  seconded,  and  it  was  agreed,  that  the  Association 
should  become  affiliated  with  the  London  Trades  Council. 

After-Dinner  Speeches 

Well  over  250  guests  attended  the  annual  dinner  and  dance 
of  the  West  Ham  and  Eastern  District  Association  of  Pharma- 
cists, held  at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  London,  S.W.i,  on  Febru- 
ary 13.  Guests  were  announced  by  the  popular  toastmaster 
and  received  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Beardsley  (president)  and  Mrs. 
Beardsley.  When  Mr.  Beardsley  took  his  seat,  at  his  right 
was  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  {Mr.  E.  Saville 
Peck).  Also  at  the  head  table  were  the  Mayor  of  West  Ham, 
the  deputy  Mayor  (Alderman  Mrs.  Bock),  the  chairman  of  the 
West  Ham  Insurance  Committee  (Mr.  E.  J.  Adams)  and  Mrs. 
Adams,  the  secretary  of  the  West  Ham  Insurance  Committee 
(Dr.  C.  F.  Wilson)  and  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert 
Skinner,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Marns,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  A. 
Noble,  Mr.  Arthur  Mortimer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  S.  Young,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Towler,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  G.  Hay,  Mr.  C.  A. 
Clark  (Clerk  to  the  West  Ham  Insurance  Committee)  and  Mrs. 
Clark,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  Robinson,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  V.  C. 
Hewlett.  "The  Pharmaceutical  Society"  was  proposed  by 
Dr.  G.  F.  Wilson,  who  commented  upon  the  successful  and 
happy  appearance  of  the  company.  If  that  were  evidence  of 
the  manner  in  which  their  interests  had  been  looked  after  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  latter  was,  he  declared,  greatly 
to  be  congratulated.  The  importance  of  the  West  Ham  dis- 
trict could  be  gauged,  he  said,  by  the  fact  that  in  the  Essex 
area,  of  which  it  formed  a  part,  over  2,000,000  prescriptions 
had  been  dispensed  in  1934.  Acknowledging  the  doctor's 
flattering  references  to  the  Society,  Mr.  Peck  proceeded  to  make 
an  announcement  which  was  applauded  by  pharmacists  pre- 
sent. The  Home  Secretary  had  that  day  consented  to  comply 
with  the  Council's  request  to  receive  a  deputation.  It  was 
hoped  that  the  deputation  would  be  received  during  the  en- 
suing week,  either  by  the  Home  Secretary  himself  or,  if  that 
were  not  possible,  by  the  Under-Secretary.  What  were  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  as  mistakes  made  in  flouting  the  experts' 
recommendations  would  be  pointed  out.  One  point  to  be  made 
was  that  the  Home  Secretary  should  advise  the  local  authority 
to  be  very  careful  what  people  were  accepted  as  listed  sellers. 
Inspectors  should  be  properly  instructed,  and  they  would  ask 
for  official  memoranda  to  be  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the 
local  authorities.  Mr.  Peck  declared  that  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  if  it  had  achieved  nothing  else,  had  consoli- 
dated pharmacy.  One  proof  of  this  was  that  at  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1936,  numerous  subjects  for  dis- 
cussion had  been  tabled  by  local  branches  of  the  Society. 
The  loyalty  of  all  members  would  bring  some  forward  step,  said 
Mr.  Peck,  in  return  for  the  strenuous  and  severe  examination 
they  were  now  required  to  pass.  The  toast  of  "The  Ladies  " 
was  proposed  by  the  bachelor  Mayor  of  West  Ham,  who  re- 
ferrecl  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  personally,  his  colleagues 
and,  he  felt  sure,  all  pharmacists  regarded  the  work  of  women 
and  the  spirit  of  co-operation  that  existed  between  the  sexes. 


Mr.  Collins  vouchsafed  what  purported  to  be  intimate  details 
of  his  life,  illustrating  why  he  had  never  "  become  fettered." 
These  were  received  in  the  merry  spirit  in  which  they  were 
given.  Mrs.  Skinner  (the  president  of  the  National  Association 
of  Women  Pharmacists),  who  replied,  refused  to  give  credence 
to  some  of  her  proposer's  "  tall  stories  "  but  felicitated  him  on 
his  good  fortune  in  having  as  his  deputy  a  woman  with  whom 
he  was  on  terms  of  such  friendly  co-operation.  Referring  to 
the  president's  announcement,  she  promised  the  loyal  support 
of  women  pharmacists  to  the  Council's  efforts.  Mr.  T.  Marns, 
who  proposed  "The  West  Ham  Association"  in  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Harold  Deane,  recalled  early  dinners  of  the  Association 
at  which  only  men  had  been  present,  and  numbered  himself 
among  those  who  had  "  sufiered  "  by  having  to  appear  before 
the  "  West  Hammers  "  to  solicit  votes.  On  behalf  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, Mr.  Beardsley  expressed  appreciation  at  the  presence 
of  members  of  the  West  Ham  Insurance  Committee.  This  was 
the  thirty-third  year  of  the  West  Ham  Association,  and  it  could 
be  claimed  that  during  that  time  the  interests  of  pharmacy  had 
been  well  looked  after  by  the  committee  and  branch.  The 
branch  had  always  been  noted  for  its  generous  contributions  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Society.  During  his  chairmanship 
over  ^1,250  had  been  forwarded,  and  it  was  a  point  worthy  of 
emulation  that  the  plate  was  passed  round  at  every  meeting  of 
members  and  of  the  committee.  Mr.  Beardsley  concluded  by 
proposing  an  unlisted  toast  to  the  secretary  (Mr.  Joseph  Reed), 
to  whose  efforts  the  proud  position  of  the  West  Ham  Associa- 
tion was  largely  due.  He  hoped  Mr.  Reed  would  have  health 
and  strength  to  guide  the  Association  for  many  years  to  come. 

Sessional  Events 

Hull  Pharmaceutical  Student  Association's  annual  dance,  held 
on  February  6,  attracted  more  than  200  members  and  friends. 
The  success  of  the  dance  was  due  in  great  measure  to  the 
efforts  of  an  energetic  committee,  with  Miss  T.  L.  Sawyer  as 
president.  Samples  were  distributed  to  the  dancers,  and  in 
addition  to  carnival  novelties  many  spot  prizes  were  awarded. 
The  M.C.  was  Mr.  Ward.  Among  those  present  were  Mr.  W. 
Naylor,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Hewitt,  Mr.  W.  A.  Thirsk,  Mr.

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Reading  Branch  residing 
in  Maidenhead,  Slough  and  Windsor  was  held  on  February  5 
at  the  Bell  Hotel,  Maidenhead.

be  unfounded.  Mr.  Wooddisse  (chairman  of  the  Branch) 
presided. 
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Birmingham 

A  large  gathering  of  members  of  the  Birmingham  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  their  friends  attended  a  meeting  at 
the  Imperial  Hotel  on  February  4,  when  Mr.  G.  H.  Sewell 
(Ilford,  Ltd.)  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  entitled  "  Dufaycolor 
Film."  The  speaker  gave  a  synopsis  of  the  development  of 
colour  photography  from  its  early  stages  to  the  present  day, 
with  demonstrations  by  lantern  and  cine  films.  The  meeting 
concluded  with  a  vote  of  thanks. 

At  the  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Association's  last  dance 
of  the  season,  held  at  the  Botanical  Gardens,  Edgbaston,  on 
February  12,  there  was  a  record  attendance.  Mr.  F.  W.

Gittins  and  Mrs.  Thackeray,  the  Misses  Rowley,  E.  Lunn  and 
Barker,  Messrs.  Pearson,  Thackeray,  Barrett,  Sandelands,  and 
Wilson. 

London 

The  Western  Pharmacists'  Association  held  a  "  members' 
evening  "  at  Stewart's  Restaurant,  Old  Bond  Street,  W.i,  on 
February  19,  the  president  (Mr.  David  T.  Jones)  in  the  chair. 
After  supper  Mr.  W.  E.  D.  Shirtliff  (treasurer)  opened  a  helpful 
discussion  on  "  More  Profitable  Dispensing."  Mr.  ShirtlifE 
dealt  with  many  practical  points  that  occur  in  the  daily  work 
at  the  dispensing  counter.  It  was  a  mistake,  he  said,  to 
lower  one's  charge  on  the  suggestion  of  a  customer.  There 
should  be  no  slipshod  methods ;  dispensing  was  largely  a  matter 
of  accurate  detail.  He  proceeded  to  give  hints  on  the  use  of 
index  books,  corks  for  stock  bottles,  gas  rings,  draining  racks, 
divided  funnels  and  so  forth.  In  the  case  of  the  more  frequently 
used  N.H.I,  mixtures  convenient  quantities,  of  single  strength, 
might  be  made  in  readiness  ;  and  a  book  might  be  kept  for  the 
other  mixtures  not  kept  ready  in  the  same  way,  giving  details 
of  proportions  for  quantities  usually  ordered.  In  the  discus- 
sion which  followed  the  president  referred  to  the  importance 
of  giving  service  with  a  smile.  Other  points  emphasised  included 
the  frequent  prescribing  of  proprietaries:  one  member  said  he 
had  received  a  prescription  ordering  three  preparations,  all  pro- 
prietary. Another  member  suggested  sending  typed  excerpts 
from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  to  local  doctors.  Mr. 
Tarry,  after  remarking  that  in  his  area  every  doctor  did  prac- 
tically all  his  own  dispensing,  suggested  that  a  price  list 
might  be  used,  by  means  of  a  simple  scheme  of  marking,  to  in- 
dicate which  items  were  stocked  and  which  were  not.  Mr. 
Alban  Atkin  pointed  out  that  in  Hampstead  the  doctors  for- 
merly ordered  Codex  preparations,  but  had  not  kept  up  to  that 
standard.  Mr.  Pratt  thought  chemists  were  losing  much  profit 
in  their  way  of  buying  drugs.  Mr.  Melhuish  said  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  a  very  serious  view  of  the 
dispensing  in  this  country,  and  were  still  "  pegging  away  at 
it."  A  large  proportion  of  the  proprietaries  prescribed  might 
be  criticised,  but  to  condemn  all  was  to  condemn  progress  in 
medicine.  A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Shirtliff  closed  the 
meeting. 

The  February  meeting  of  the  North  London  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  Mr.  C.  W.  Andrew  (president)  in  the  chair,  was 
devoted,  apart  from  reports  on  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme, 
to  examination  of  the  Poisons  Rules.  The  secretary  (Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner)  introduced  the  subject  by  pointing  out  the 
difference  between  inspection  under  the  1933  Act  and  the  old 
inspection.  The  business  of  the  new  inspectorate  was  primarily 
to  see  the  law  carried  out  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  and  in  the 
Poisons  Rules.  This  was  much  more  intricate  than  seeing 
diplomas  in  a  shop.  Moreover,  though  the  inspectors  in  theory 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  Regulations, 
it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  these  drugs  came  within  Part  I 
of  the  new  Poisons  Schedule.  Mr.  Skinner  went  on  to  analyse 
the  Poisons  List,  remarking  that  it  was  a  pity  that  the 
draughtsmen  had  not  conceived  it  on  simpler  and  more  direct 
lines,  as  it  would  have  saved  a  lot  of  printers'  ink.  He  was 
not  in  favour  of  a  detailed  or  extended  Poisons  List,  as  the 
real  necessity  for  this  had  vanished  with  the  Labelling  of 
Poisons  Order,  1924.  The  same  principle  prevailed  in  the 
present  Rules,  and  any  maker  of  preparations  containing  a 
scheduled  poison  would  be  liable  to  the  penalty  for  incorrect 
labelling.  The  chemist  would  naturally  label  his  own  pre- 
paration in  a  proper  manner.  The  Rules  fell  into  an  ordered 
sequence.  Some  exemptions,  when  implemented,  were  in 
Sections  19  and  20  of  the  Act.    A  summary  of  the  Schedules 


was  necessary,  though,  apart  from  i,  4,  5,  and  6,  they  were 
easily  understood.  The  Poisons  List  seemed  simple  until  the 
analysts  set  to  work.  He  recommended  a  system  of  grouping 
poisons  which  he  explained,  by  which  any  poison  could  be 
placed  at  a  glance,  or  an  index  system  against  the  Poisons 
List  to  show,  without  cross-reference,  exactly  what  had  to  be 
done  for  any  poison  or  group  of  poisons.  In  reply  to  a  ques- 
tion on  the  registration  of  prescriptions  for  barbiturates,  and 
the  necessity  of  indicating  the  number  of  repetitions,  Mr. 
Skinner  stated  that  a  new  prescription  would  be  necessary 
after  May  i.  Provision  should  be  made  by  the  doctor. 
Numerous  other  questions  received  detailed  replies. 

Manchester 

The  Junior  Branch  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation held  its  first  bridge  drive  at  Agar's  Exchange 
Restaurant  on  February  13.  The  innovation  was  voted  a 
complete  success.  The  arrangements  were  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
W.  E.  Phillipson :  the  successful  players  were — Ladies,  Miss 
Whittingham  and  Miss  Lewis  ;  Gentlemen,  Messrs.  A.  A.

Margate 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  February  12  at  the  White 
Hart  Hotel,  Margate,  when  the  following  officers  were  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year: — President,  Mr.  D.  T.  Evans  ;  Chair- 
man, Mr.  R.  Clackett ;  V ice-Chairman,  Mr.  R.  S.  Beeham  ;

On  the  conclusion  of  the 
business,  the  evening  was  occupied  with  a  discussion  on  the 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme,  to  which  all  present  agreed  to  give 
loyal  support.  The  chairman  stated  that  many  difficulties 
would  be  encountered,  and  success  could  only  eventuate  with 
the  faithful  support  of  every  member.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  communicate  with  members  not  present  to  report 
the  findings  of  the  meeting  and  endeavour  to  stimulate  their 
interest. 

Reading 

Members  from  Ascot,  Bracknell,  Caversham,  Crowthorne, 
Hungerford,  Maidenhead,  Newbury,  Reading,  Sandhurst, 
Slough,  Theale,  Wallingford,  Windsor,  and  Wokingham, 
totalling  fifty,  were  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Reading  and 
District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Reading  on 
February  13,  Mr.  G.  Green  in  the  chair.  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams 
(assistant  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  gave  an 
address  on  "  The  New  Poisons  List  and  Rules."  Dividing 
poisons  into  three  groups — strong  poisons,  prescription  poisons 
and  ordinary  poisons — Mr.  Adams  summarised  the  chief  rules 
applying  to  each  group  and  emphasised  those  points  which 
particularly  affected  the  authorised  seller  of  poisons.  A 
lengthy  discussion  followed.  Among  questions  asked  were 
the  following :  — Mr.  Knight  (Crowthorne) :  What  is  the  mean- 
ing of  "  total  amount  "  as  applied  to  Fourth  Schedule  pre- 
scriptions? "  In  the  official  view,  the  amount  covered  by  the 
prescription  during  the  whole  time  it  is  in  force.  My  personal 
view  is  that  the  amount  referred  to  is  that  covered  by  a  single 
occasion."  Mr.  Osborne  (Reading):  Is  it  necessary  to  label 
a  wrapping  of  corrugated  paper  when  placed  inside  a  carton  ? 
"Yes."  Miss  Novack  (Bracknell):  What  is  the  position  of 
dispensing  doctors?  "  Section  19  (2)  of  the  Act  applies.  There 
is  no  exemption  for  doctors."  Mr.  Pullen  (Reading):  Can  a 
chemist  personally  control  two  shops  if  near  enough  for  him 
to  divide  his  time  between  them?  "  Section  8  (b)  of  the  Act 
requires  the  name  and  certificate  of  registration  of  the  person 
having  control  of  the  business  to  be  conspicuously  exhibited  in 
the  premises."  Mr.  Harwood  (Reading):  If  the  words  "For 
external  use  only  "  were  moulded  on  the  bottle,  would  this 
satisfy  Rule  20  (6)?     "No."    The  Secretary:  What  is  the 
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application  of  Rule  21  (2)?  "  This  refers  to  supplies  from  a 
warehouse  or  depot  to  a  branch  and  not  direct  to  the  public." 
The  Secretary :  What  fee  is  imposed  upon  animal  medicine 
manufacturers  for  registration?  "  None  at  present,  but  the 
matter  is  under  consideration  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society."  Some  remarks  of  the  assistant  secretary,  when 
dealing  with  the  position  of  lysol,  called  forth  a  protest  from 
Mr.  Vasey  (Reading),  who,  quoting  the  preamble  to  the  1868 
Act,  expressed  surprise  that  an  official  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  indicate  a  weakening  of  the  principle  therein 
outlined,  that  the  personal  training  of  the  seller  was  essential 
to  the  safety  of  the  public.  The  meeting  concluded  with  a 
vote  of  thanks,  to  which  Mr.  Adams  briefly  responded. 

Miscellaneous 

Staff  festivity. — Thomas  Kerfoot  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufac- 
turing chemists,  Bardsley  Vale,  entertained  their  employees  to 
the  annual  whist  drive  and  dance  in  Ashton  Town  Hall  on 
February  14,  when  nearly  200  attended.  Regret  was  expressed 
that  Mr.  Thomas  Kerfoot,  who  is  ninety-five  years  of  age,  had 
a  fall  the  previous  evening  and  was  unable  to  attend.  Dr.  D. 
Routledge  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  firm,  and  Mr.  H. 
Burlinson,  Ph.C,  seconded;  Mr.  Herbert  responded.

— At  Salisbury  City  Sessions,  on  February  3, 
Frederick  G.  Hunt,  herbalist,  Fisherton  Street,  was  fined 
with  14s.  costs,  for  having  sold  dutiable  medicines  unstamped. 
— At  Beaconsfield  Sessions,  on  February  4,  Thomas  Wilson  was 
sentenced  to  fourteen  days'  imprisonment  for  stealing  a  bottle 
of  "digestive  mints"  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  Charles  Rayner, 
chemist  and  druggist. — At  Nottingham  Police  Court,  on  Febru- 
ary 14,  after  a  hearing  occupying  several  days,  Dorothea  N. 
Waddingham  and  Ronald  J.  Sullivan  were  committed  for  trial 
on  charges  of  murdering  by  poison  Louisa  Baguley  and  Ada  L. 
Baguley  (C.  (sy  D.,  February  8,  p.  144).  The  medical  and 
analytical  evidence  was  similar  to  that  previously  given  in  the 
coroner's  court. 

Irish  Notes 

Ulster  Chemists'  Association 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
Committee  was  held  in  the  Grand  Central  Hotel,  Belfast, 
recently,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  McGregor)  in  the  chair.  An 
apology  for  non-attendance  was  received  from  Mr.  W.  J. 
Rankin.  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  (secretary  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union)  wrote  intimating  that  his  Association  was 
quite  prepared  to  extend  the  operation  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme  to  Northern  Ireland,  and  to  include  Northern 
Ireland  in  their  agreements  with  any  firm  on  receiving  the 
Association's  intimation  that  such  firm  or  firms  were  willing 
that  this  should  be  done.  Mr.  Mallinson  further  intimated 
that  at  the  time  when  they  obtained  the  support  of  firms  to 
the  scheme  for  England  and  Wales  it  would  be  suggested  that 
these  firms  should  also  include  Northern  Ireland.  The  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  write  thanking  Mr.  Mallinson  for  this 
co-operation  and  also  to  communicate  with  all  the  interested 
firms. 

The  president  put  before  the  members  a  letter  received  by 
him  from  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  intimating  that  it  had  been  decided  at  a 
meeting  of  his  Council  that  an  invitation  be  extended  to  the 
Association  to  hold  these  meetings  in  the  Society's  rooms  free 
of  rent.  The  members  present  were  highly  appreciative  of  this 
very  generous  invitation,  which  was  unanimously  accepted  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Linehan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Shinner  ;  the 
secretary  was  directed  to  send  an  appropriate  letter  of 
acceptance. 

Mr.  Shinner  gave  a  comprehensive  account  of  the  advertising 
campaign.  A  series  of  advertisements  was,  he  said,  being  in- 
serted in  a  local  paper  with  a  circulation  covering  Northern 
Iieland,  impressing  on  the  public  mind  that  in  all  chemists' 


shops  where  the  registered  design  of  the  Association  was  ex- 
hibited best-quality  goods,  efficient  service  and  reasonable 
prices  were  assured.  Mr.  Shinner  was  given  full  authority  to 
proceed  with  the  advertising  scheme  on  the  lines  he  suggested 
and  to  order  the  requisite  number  of  designs  executed  in 
gelatin  transparency  for  distribution  to  members.  The  secre- 
tary explained  that  by  an  oversight  the  motion  standing  in 
Mr.  James  McDowell's  name  that  the  sum  of  £^0  be  allocated 
towards  advertising  had  been  omitted  from  the  official  agenda, 
but  would  appear  next  month,  and  it  was  decided,  Mr. 
McDowell  consenting,  that  the  amount  should  be  increased 
to  £75.  Mr.  Foots,  Mr.  Thompson  and  Mr.  Armstrong 
attended  as  a  deputation  from  the  Private  Traders'  Mutual 
Development  Association  to  request  the  co-operation  of  the 
Association  in  the  effort  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  private 
trader  from  the  growing  encroachment  of  the  co-operative 
society  movement.  Mr.  Wellwood  introduced  the  deputation, 
who  gave  an  account  of  the  grave  injury  already  done  to 
private  trading  and  the  urgent  necessity  of  taking  all  possible 
measures  to  restrict  any  further  injurious  effects.  The  presi- 
dent, replying,  stated  that  the  Committee  were  very  impressed 
with  the  information  and  statements  so  ably  put  forward,  and 
expressed  the  willingness  of  the  Committee  to  assist  in  any 
manner  possible.  Mr.  Wellwood  and  Mr.  Linehan  agreed,  on 
request,  to  collaborate  with  the  Private  Traders'  Association  in 
this  respect.    Various  price  alterations  were  adopted. 

Irish  Drug  Association 

The  Committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  held  its 
fortnightly  meeting  on  February  10,  Mr.  T.  C.  Scott  (president) 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  large  attendance.  It  was  reported 
by  the  secretary  that  the  list  of  approved  wholesalers  now  in 
preparation  was  almost  completed,  and  it  was  hoped  to  cir- 
culate it  to  members  at  an  early  date.  The  list  will  include 
the  majority  of  wholesale  houses  in  the  Free  State,  all  of  whom 
have  agreed  to  confine  the  distribution  of  their  lines  to 
chemists  and  druggists.  Following  the  completion  of  the  list 
it  is  proposed  to  hold  a  further  conference  with  the  whole- 
salers on  the  ways  and  means  of  making  the  agreement  with 
the  I.D.A.  effective  in  every  way.  It  was  also  reported  to  the 
Committee  that  a  large  number  of  additions  had  been  made  to 
the  approved  list  of  manufacturers  during  the  past  few  weeks. 
In  connection  with  the  demand  of  the  chemists'  branch  of 
the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Workers  and  Clerks,  it  was 
reported  that  a  delegation  from  the  I.D.A.,  which  included 
representatives  from  Dublin,  Cork  and  Limerick,  had  already 
met  the  Union  representatives.  At  the  time  of  going  to  press 
we  learn  that  a  general  meeting  of  the  I.D.A.  was  summoned 
for  February  19  to  consider  the  situation.

Under  the  terms  of  the  new  trade  agreement  between  the 
British  and  Irish  Free  State  Governments,  the  Free  State  Gov- 
ernment have  agreed  that  the  emergency  duties  on  sugar  and 
sugar  preparations  be  reduced  by  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem, 
with  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  case  of  specific  duties. 
The  reductions  became  operative  from  February  12. 

Belfast 

At  Belfast  Police  Court,  on  February  5,  Henry  Boyd,  plead- 
ing "  Guilty  "  to  breaking  a  plate  glass  window,  value  £12.  los., 
in  the  premises  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Stinson,  Ph.C,  North  Street, 
was  sentenced  to  a  month's  imprisonment. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  Belfast 
Wholesale  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Association,  Mr. 
Fred  Storey  (president)  referred  to  the  loss  which  the  Queen 
and  the  Royal  Family  had  sustained  in  the  death  of  King 
George  V.  A  resolution  of  sympathy  with  the  King  and  Queen 
Mary  was  passed. 
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Scottish  Notes 

North  British  Executive 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Executive 
was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  February  12,  Mr. 
F  W.  M.  Bennett  (chairman)  presiding.  The  chairman  wel- 
comed the  president  of  the  Society  (Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck)  and 
the  secretary  (Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead).  The  president,  in  reply, 
congratulated  the  Executive  on  the  successful  way  in  which 
the  extension  to  the  premises  had  been  carried  out.  The 
chairman  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  resident  secretary  had 
completed  fifty  years'  service,  and  thought  they  would  desire 
to  make  a  record  in  their  minutes.  The  suggestion  was 
approved. 

Mr.  Dick,  convener  of  the  Law  and  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee, reported  that  the  Committee  had  carefully  considered 
the  position  arising  consequent  on  the  Home  Secretary  having 
materially  modified  the  Poisons  List  and  Poisons  Rules  as 
reported  to  him  by  the  Poisons  Board.  The  Committee  had 
framed  a  memorandum  to  the  Council.  The  president  said 
Mr.  Dick's  motion  at  the  last  Council  meeting  was  carefully 
considered.  They  had  reason  to  expect  a  deputation  would 
be  received  at  the  Home  Office  on  an  early  date.  He  desired 
to  impress  upon  them  that  the  Council  was  fully  alive  to  the 
position. 

There  was  submitted  a  letter  from  the  secretary  referring  to 
the  Executive  Professor  Stockman's  report  on  examinations  in 
Edinburgh  in  1935,  and  asking  the  comments  of  the  Executive 
on  the  references  to  the  low  percentage  of  passes  in  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  examination.  The  Education  Com- 
mittee pointed  out  that,  by  anticipation,  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland,  submitted  to  the  Council 
in  December,  in  a  manner  answered  the  point  raised  by  Pro- 
fessor Stockman.  At  the  present  time,  something  like  75  per 
cent,  of  the  students  attending  courses  of  instruction  had  been 
registered  on  an  examination  of  the  standard  of  the  Day 
School  Certificate  (Higher),  and  such  students  were  educa- 
tionally unfit  to  pass  an  examination,  particularly  in  physics, 
under  the  new  Regulations.  The  fact  that  teachers  would  be 
able  in  the  future  to  give  their  students  definite  preparation 
to  fit  the  new  syllabus  and  the  new  Regulations  should  im- 
prove the  situation. 


Brevities 

A  testimonial  and  gifts  were  recently  presented  to  Mr. 
A.  M.  B.  Cullen,  F.C.I.S.,  who  has  retired  after  forty-three 
years'  association  with  the  Heriot-Watt  College,  Edinburgli, 
and  to  Mrs.  Cullen. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Paisley  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  on  February  17  to  discuss  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  Practically  all  members  present  spoke, 
and  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  send  the  following  resolution 
to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society :—"  This  Asso- 
ciation views  with  grave  concern  the  action  of  the  Home  Secre- 
tary in  ignoring  the  advice  of  the  Poisons  Board  to  keep  such 
powerful  and  dangerous  poisons  as  lysol,  salts  of  lemon  and 
the  strong  acids  in  Part  I  of  the  List  and  pledges  itself  to 
support  the  endeavours  of  the  Council  in  any  action  they  may 
take  in  the  matter."  It  was  also  decided  to  inquire  into  the 
amount  of  business  to  be  done  in  the  sale  of  agricultural  and 
horticultural  poisons. 

Edinburgh 

A  memorial  medal  and  prize  are  to  be  provided  from  a  fund 
raised  by  past  students  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Royal 
Public  Dispensary,  Edinburgh  (now  amalgamated  with  the 
Heriot-Watt  College),  in  honour  of  the  late  Mr.  William 
Duncan,  principal  of  the  school  from  1886  to  1924.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  the  Duncan  memorial  medal  and  prize  should  be 
awarded  each  session  to  the  best  student  in  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  examination  course  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  the 
College.  The  first  award  will  be  made  at  the  end  of  tlie  session 
1935-36-  An  article  on  the  Royal  Dispensary  School  of  Phar- 
macy appeared  in  the  C.      D.,  August  17,  1935,  p.  229. 

An  address  on  ' '  Retail  Multiple  Shop  Trading  ' '  was  given 
to  members  of  Edinburgh  city  business  club,  recently,  by  Mr. 
R.  H.  Dodds,  Berwick-on-Tweed.  Mr.  Dodds  claimed  that 
multiple-shop  trading,  as  his  hearers  knew  it,  was  not  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  community.  His  contention  was  that  large 
sums  went  out  of  provincial  cities  annually  as  profits  ;  all  that 
came  back  was  dividend  in  doubtful  quantity.  The  competi- 
tion of  the  multiple  firms  lessened  the  field  available  for  local 
merchants  and  the  wholesale  traders  associated  with  them. 
Mr.  Dodds  suggested  that  the  area  of  operation  of  multiple 
firms  should  be  limited  to  a  radius  of  twenty-five  or  fifty  miles 
from  their  headquarters.  He  suggested  that  there  should  be 
a  petition  from  private  traders  requesting  legislation  and  press- 
ing for  a  Government  inquiry.

"  Modern  Times  " 

bring  their  problems,  and  you  have  dealt 
wisely  with  the  relation  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  to 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  (C.  6-  D.,  Febru- 
ary 15,  p.  185);  the  founder  of  the  latter  association  probably 
never  dreamt  of  a  time  when  a  movement  initiated  solely  in 
the  interests  of  pharmacists  and  those  legallj'  trading  as 
chemists  would  conflict  with  one  also  started  with  the  avowed 
intention  of  improving  primarily  the  financial  status  of  the 
chemist.  In  my  opinion  the  C.F.  scheme  carries  that  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  a  step  further.  The  P.A.T.A.  is  a  price-protection 
association  pure  and  simple — it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
classes  of  retailers  who  may  sell  goods  on  its  lists  ;  the  C.F. 
scheme  is  concerned  with  price  protection,  but  is  more  con- 
cerned with  the  status  of  those  who  handle  the  goods  on  its 
List.  There  is  nothing  new  in  the  restriction  by  manufacturers 
of  certain  goods  to  qualified  men.  Such  goods  have  been  and 
still  are  on  the  list  of  the  P.A.T.A.;  by  its  constitution  it  has 
no  power  to  enforce  this  restriction,  it  can  only  do  its  best  to 
maintain  the  prices  at  which  such  goods  are  sold.  The  C.F. 
has  the  power  which  the  P.A.T.A.  lacks  and  which  by  its 
present  constitution  it  cannot  possess.  I  consider  that  the 
problem  is  by  no  means  an  insolvable  one  ;  and  its  solution  will 
be  found  as  the  result  of  the  getting  together  of  the  two  bodies, 
each  of  whom  must  try  to  see  the  other's  point  of  view.  The 
constitution  of  the  P.A.T.A.  may  have  to  be  altered  ;  the  C.F. 
scheme,  with  the  consent  of  those  manufacturers  already  within 


it,  may  have  to  be  remodelled  ;  it  is  unthinkable  that  two  such 
movements,  primarily  started  for  the  benefit  of  retail  phar- 
macy, should  not  eventually  coalesce  or  at  any  rate  work  in 
harmony  the  one  with  the  other. 

Although  my  Sympathies 

are  all  with  those  who  would  pay 
employees  an  adequate  remuneration,  I  cannot  see  how,  under 
present  conditions,  a  minimum  wage  for  managers  of  small 
businesses  could  be  fixed  at  £6  a  week  (p.  199).  The  average 
gross  profit  to-day  is,  as  stated  by  your  correspondent,  less 
than  33  per  cent.  A  business  returning  ;^i,ooo  a  year  could 
not  stand  a  manager's  wage  of  ;^30o  a  year  ;  the  owner  under 
such  conditions  would  be  probably  carrying  on  at  a  loss. 
There  are,  I  know,  many  owners  of  small  pharmacies  at  tlie 
present  time  who  do  not  make  an  income  of  more  than  ;^200  a 
year.  I  have  before  stated  in  this  column  that  many  of  such 
would  be  better  off  as  managers  of  branch  pharmacies  ;  they 
would  certainly  be  happier.  Even  considering  the  present  value 
of  sterling  compared  witli  its  value  forty  years  ago,  assistants 
and  managers  are  receiving  salaries  on  a  more  generous  scale 
than  when  I  was  a  qualified  assistant.  I  started,  indoors,  at 
£35  a  year,  and  when  I  left  I  was  getting  £60.  This  was  in 
a  pharmacy  which  carried  an  honoured  name  ;  the  pay  outdoors 
for  a  qualified  man  in  another  historic  house  was  £2  a  week, 
and  there  were  many  applicants  for  such  posts.  The  only  way 
wages  can  be  raised  is  for  bigger  profit  margins  to  be  obtained  ; 
at  the  present  time  there  is  little  hope  of  this. 
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Legal  Reports 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. — At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court, 
London,  on  February  i8,  Mr.  Francis  Christopher  Toner,  M.B., 
County  Hotel,  Upper  Woburn  Place,  W.C.I,  pleaded  "  Guilty  " 
to  summonses  for  failing  to  comply  with  Regulation  ii  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1928,  in  that  he 
did  not  enter  particulars  with  respect  to  5  gr.  of  morphine 
sulphate  ip  tablets  obtained  from  Boots,  Ltd.,  Wigmore  Street, 
W.I,  on  December  17,  and  with  respect  to  similar  quantities 
obtained  from  them  on  December  24  and  30.  Mr.  Vincent 
Evans  appeared  for  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions.  The 
defendant  said  he  would  not  have  obtained  the  further  supply 
on  January  18  but  for  the  fact  that  he  had  been  drinking  a  lot 
of  alcohol  and  did  not  fully  realise  what  he  was  doing.  He 
afterwards  rang  up  the  Home  Office  to  tell  them  about  it,  and 
returned  the  remaining  tablets.  He  made  no  further  attempt 
to  obtain  drugs.  The  magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  £1  in 
respect  of  each  of  the  three  summonses,  with  £z  2S.  costs. 

Libel  Action  Settled. — In  the  Dublin  Circuit  Court,  on 
February  14,  a  settlement  was  announced  in  the  action  for 
alleged  libel  brought  by  Mr.  Leo  F.  Rickerby,  M.P.S.I.,  Francis 
Street,  Dublin,  against  the  Irish  Press,  Ltd.  Mr.  K.  Mangan, 
B.L.,  for  the  plaintiff,  stated  that  a  settlement  had  been 
arrived  at  for  the  sum  of  {j^o  and  ^(35  costs.  Mr.  J.  Geoghegan, 
K.C.,  for  the  defendants,  said  that  the  matter  arose  following 
the  publication  of  a  report  of  the  inquest  held  on  a  child  who 
died  from  lysol  poisoning.  The  facts  were  that  the  mother  by 
mistake  gave  the  child  a  spoonful  of  lysol,  believing  it  to  be 
"hippo  wine."  The  evidence  was  that  the  bottle  containing 
the  poison  was  similar  to  the  one  containing  the  medicine. 
References  had  been  made  at  the  inquest  to  the  regulations 
regarding  the  sale  of  poison,  and  it  had  been  stated  that  lysol 
should  have  been  sold  in  a  special  bottle.  The  plaintiff  believed 
that  the  publication  in  the  Irish  Press  reflected  on  him  in  his 
profession  as  a  chemist,  and  that  it  imputed  to  him  an  ignor- 
ance of  the  legislation  regarding  the  sale  of  lysol.  The  defen- 
dant company  published  a  letter  from  the  plaintiff  and  added 
their  regrets  that  the  report  of  the  inquest  as  published  by 
them  did  not  contain  the  coroner's  remark  that  he  was  not 
blaming  the  plaintiff.  They  apologised  for  any  pain  and  annoy- 
ance which  the  omission  might  have  caused  the  plaintiff.  Judge 
Shannon,  in  accepting  the  settlement,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  defendant  company  had  met  the  case  very  fairly,  that 
it  had  intended  no  reflection  on  Mr.  Rickerby,  and  that  any 
hurt  to  his  feelings  had  been  adequately  assuaged.

The  debenture  holders  appointed  Mr.  Swallow,  of  Messrs. 
Glossop  Render  &  Swallow,  as  Receiver  in  January,  and  since 
that  date  he  had  been  endeavouring  to  dispose  of  the  business. 
Accounts  which  had  been  prepared  showed  that  during  the  year 
to  December  1930  the  turnover  was  £t-&,^55,  whilst  in  the 
following  year  it  increased  to  £2X,go2..  During  the  fourteen 
months  to  February  28,  1933,  the  turnover  was  £2^,^06,  with 
a  net  loss  of  ;^5,8i7,  and  in  the  period  to  March  1934  there  was 
a  net  loss  of  £1,1^^^  on  sales  of  ;^24,576.  The  accounts  to 
March  1935  showed  sales  of  £22,2^6,  with  a  net  loss  of  £'ifiTi- 
No  accounts  had  been  prepared  since  that  date,  but  it  was 
estimated  that  the  turnover  for  the  nine  months  to  January 
last  had  been  ;£i3,5i9,  with  a  loss  of  /5,323.  It  was  further 
stated  that  three  cash  creditors  for  £1,579,  £417  and  £856 
respectively  would  withdraw  their  claims,  and  the  debenture 
holders,  who  were  guarantors  to  the  bank  for  £2,863,  were 
prepared,  out  of  their  debenture,  to  pay  off  that  guarantee,  so 
that  the  bank  would  not  rank,  and  to  apply  the  balance 
received  by  them  as  debenture  holders  towards  a  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  unsecured  creditors.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
voluntary  liquidation  of  the  company  should  be  confirmed  with 
Mr.  Swallow  as  liquidator,  whilst  a  committee  was  also 
appointed. 
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Council  Meeting 


The  February  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  67  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  February  11,  Mr.  J.  F.  Costello 
(president)  in  the  chair.  Other  members  of  the  Council  present 
were:  Messrs.  J.  A.  O'Rourke,  F.  J.  Fitzpatrick,  D.  W.  P. 
Boyd,  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  Messrs.  M.  J. 
Kieran,  D.  Warwick,  J.  Duggan,  T.  J.  Smith,  P.  Brooke 
Kelly,  K.  Whelehan,  B.  Hickey,  M.  J.  Parkes,  J.  Gleeson, 
P.  C.  Cahill,  and  J.  T.  Dwyer.  Apologies  for  inability  to 
attend  were  received  from  Miss  Flood  and  Mr.  P.  J.  Fielding. 

Resolution  of  Sympathy 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting  the  following  motion,  proposed 
by  THE  President,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Rourke,  was 
passed  in  silence,  all  members  standing:  "  That  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  offers  its  respectful 
sympathy  to  President  de  Valera  on  the  death  of  his  son." 

Registration  Items 

The  following  changes  of  address  were  notified  :  J.  M.  Burke, 
M.P.S.I.,  from  37  Kenilworth  Square  to  Belton  Park  Phar- 
macy, Ltd.,  69  Collins  Avenue,  Dublin  ;  T.  Dunne,  L.P.S.I., 
from  Mountmellick  to  80  East  Road,  Dublin  ;  C.  Hennessy, 
R.D.,  from  7  Cove  Street  to  7  Mount  St.  Joseph's  View,  Cork. 

Misses  Mary  F.  Quinn,  Eileen  Mary  Ward,  and  Messrs. 
Joseph  G.  Nevin  and  Michael  Tyrrell,  who  submitted  Matri- 
culation certificates,  were  granted  Preliminary  registration. 

Dr.  James  Anthony  Finegan,  who  submitted  a  L.A.H. 
certificate,  was  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

Reports  from  Committees 

The  reports  of  the  House  Committee,  the  Law  Committee 
and  the  Housing  Subcommittee  were  adopted. 

The  examiners  reporting  on  the  Licence  examination  stated 
that  twenty-four  candidates  entered,  of  which  number  one 
candidate  absented  himself  ;  ten  candidates  passed,  two  with 
honours.  The  examiners  reporting  on  the  Assistants'  examina- 
tion reported  that  thirty-five  candidates  entered,  three 
absented  themselves,  and  ten  passed. 

The  Diamond  Jubilee  dinner  committee  reported  as  follows : 
"  The  Committee  appointed  to  organise  the  Diamond  Jubilee 
dinner  beg  to  report  that  after  paying  all  expenses  there  is  a 
credit  balance,  which  they  suggest  should  be  allotted  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund.  They  desire  to  thank  those  members 
(and  particularly  country  members)  and  their  friends  who  sup- 
ported the  function  by  their  presence,  or  by  their  subscriptions 
to  the  fund.  In  particular  the  Committee  desire  to  express 
their  deep  appreciation  of  the  work  contributed  by  Mr.  P. 
Cahill  and  the  office  staff.  Without  the  whole-hearted  co- 
operation and  support  they  extended  to  the  committee  the 
function  would  not  have  been  the  success  it  was." 

Mr.  Warwick  (chairman  of  the  dinner  committee)  said  they 
were  all  delighted  the  dinner  was  such  a  success,  and  that  they 
closed  their  accounts  with  a  balance  over.  One  man  was 
responsible  for  that  great  success,  and  that  was  Mr.  Cahill.  He 
did  all  the  work,  with  the  addition  of  the  valuable  assistance 
given  in  the  office. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said  as  a  grandfather  in  pharmacy — 
he  was  fifty  years  a  pharmacist  this  year — he  would  like  to 
join  in  the  tribute  paid  to  Mr.  Cahill.  In  all  his  years  of 
experience  he  had  never  seen  a  function  of  the  Society  go  so 
well.  He  had  never  seen  an  honorary  official  to  equal  Mr. 
Cahill. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  also  paying  tribute  to  Mr.  Cahill's 
work,  mentioned  that  Mr.  Cahill  never  spared  himself  in  his 
desire  to  make  the  function  a  success.  His  one  deep  regret 
was  that  he  had  been  confined  to  bed  and  unable  to  join  them 
on  the  night  of  the  dinner.  He  believed  Dr.  Mitchell  and 
himself  were  the  only  members  of  the  Council  who  were  pre- 
sent at  the  Golden  Jubilee  dinner.    The  report  was  approvecl. 

Poisons  Schedule 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  moved  the  following  notice  of  motion : 
"  That  inorder  to  bring  the  poison  law  regarding  ephedra 
alkaloids  in  this  country  into  conformity  with  the  law  in 


England  and  Northern  Ireland,  the  Royal  College  of 
Physician?.  Ireland,  be  requested  to  pass  a  resolution  recom- 
mending that  preparations  containing  the  alkaloids  of  ephedra 
be  placed  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  Schedule."  Mr.  Fitz- 
patrick said  he  had  received  many  inquiries  from  chemists 
throughout  the  country  as  to  the  exact  position  with  regard 
to  preparations  containing  ephedrine.  A  number  of  chemists 
complained  that  some  people  were  not  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  Part_  I  with  regard  to  these  preparations.  Some 
chemists,  it  was  stated,  treated  them  as  Part  II,  and  others 
as  Part  I.  To  clear  the  position  it  would  be  advisable  that 
they  be  removed  from  Part  I  into  Part  II.  That  would  still 
leave  them  preparations  that  could  only  be  sold  by  qualified 
persons,  while  relieving  many  people  who  were  endeavouring 
to  carry  out  the  strict  requirements  of  the  Part  I  Schedule. 
Mr.  Cahill  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Gleeson  said  he  was  in  thorough  agreement  with  Mr. 
Fitzpatrick.    The  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

Examiner  Elected 
The  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  examiner  in  botan^' 
and  materia  medica  in  the  Licence  examination  for  the  year 
ending  February  i,  1937.  Applications  were  received  from 
Professor  Bayley  Butler,  University  College,  Dublin,  Dr.  J.  P. 
Bourke,  Ranelagh,  Mr.  A.  C.  C.  Evans,  Ranelagh,  and  Mrs. 
M.  J.  Ryan.    Professor  Butler  was  unanimously  elected. 

Elections  and  Nominations 
The  following  were  elected  members  of  the  Society :  Miss 
Myra  McGoldrick,  Messrs.  B.  Bassett,  J.  C.  Dowling,  P.  J. 
Fullam,  M.  Mallen,  and  J.  G.  Walsh.    Mrs.  P.  Hanley,  O'Neill 
Crowley  Quay,  Fermoy,  was  nominated  for  membership. 


Studies  in  Liver  Therapy 

THE  first  two  monographs  in  a  recent  issue  of  "  The 
Lancet  "  (5868)  are  devoted  to  reports  of  research  on 
the  anti-anaemic  principle  of  liver.  The  longer  of  the 
two  is  contributed  by  Drs.  C.  C.  Ungley,  L.  S.  P.  Davidson 
and  E.  J.  Wayne,  who  at  an  early  stage  of  their  report  answer 
the  question  why,  as  potent  preparations  of  liver  are  already 
available,  intensive  research  into  the  purification  of  the  active 
principle  is  still  required. 

(1)  Increased  concentration  should  permit  the  use  of  smaller 
quantities  and  longer  periods  betiveen  injections. 

(2)  Until  the  material  is  obtained  in  its  pure  state  there  is  no 
possibility  of  its  synthesis,  a  process  which  might  lead  to  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  cost  of  treatment. 

(3)  There  is  the  obvious  desirability  from  the  scientific  point 
of  view  of  investigating  the  influence  of  the  pure  substance  not 
only  upon  blood  formation,  but  also  upon  certain  neurological  and 
other  phenomena  associated  with  the  syndrome  of  pernicious  anaemia. 

These  investigators  have  used  a  liver  fraction  prepared  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  F.  H.  Carr  (The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.),  and  named  anahaemin,  according  to  a  process  devised  by 
H.  D.  Dakin  and  R.  West.  They  have  treated  thirty-six  cases 
of  pernicious  anaemia  with  the  product,  which  they  find  to  be 
highly  active,  good  responses  following  the  administration  of 
much  smaller  amounts  than  has  been  necessary  with  less  con- 
centrated preparations. 

The  author  of  the  second  monograph  is  Dr.  John  F. 
Wilkinson,  who,  as  is  well  known,  has  devoted  attention  to 
various  anaemias  for  some  years  past.  Dr.  Wilkinson  has  used 
the  Dakin  and  West  process  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  F.  L. 
Pyman  (Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.),  and  that  of  B.  Strandell 
with  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  Bacharach  (Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.).  In  one  or  both  of  these  processes  the  fractionation  has 
apparently  been  carried  considerably  further  than  previously, 
and  the  author's  final  statement  is  that  "  as  little  as  18  mg. 
of  the  product  have  been  sufficient  to  initiate  a  maximal  reticu- 
locyte response  and  rapid  remissions  in  pernicious  anaemia." 
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Chemists'  Friends 

AN  address  on  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme  was  given  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Malhnson 
L  (secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union)  to 
the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  on  Feb- 
ruary 13,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  Ambrose  Lloyd)  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Mallinson's  Address 

Mr.  Mallinson  remarked  at  the  outset  that  the  N.P.U.  be- 
lieved this  was  the  most  important  movement  made  in  retail 
pharmacy  for  the  last  fifty  years.  When  they  started  this 
scheme  they  received  a  great  surprise  ;  they  expected  to  meet 
with  criticism  and  opposition,  but  they  did  not  expect  to  find 
the  unanimity  that  they  had  found  all  over  the  country. 
"  What  is  the  position  of  pharmacy  to-day?  "  Mr.  Mallinson 
asked.  "  We  can  control  our  education  and  so  on,"  he  con- 
tinued, "  but  we  have  no  control  over  our  own  business.  Other 
trades  are  doing  so,  but  we  have  no  control  over  ours  at  all. 
We  have  about  140,000  patent  medicine  vendors  throughout 
the  country.  That  means  that  there  are  120,000  people  selling 
things  that  we  ought  to  be  selling  and,  what  is  worse,  not 
only  selling  the  proprietary  lines  that  we  should  be  selling, 
but  selling  other  things  that  are  not  proprietary  and  yet  are 
our  business.  If  we  just  drift  and  let  things  go  on  as  we  are 
doing  there  is  the  danger  that  we  shall  lose  our  business 
altogether.  During  the  past  fifteen  years  something  like 
100,000  vendors  has  been  added.  If  nothing  is  done, 
is  there  any  reason  why  there  should  not  be  another  100,000 
in  the  next  fifteen  years?  Is  there  anything  to  prevent 
another  quarter  of  a  million  in  the  next  fifteen  years?  You 
have  to  remember  that  it  is  a  very  good  thing  for  them  in 
that  they  are  getting  something  that  tempts  them.  They  get 
a  larger  margin  of  profit  than  they  get  on  their  own  business. 
Take  the  grocer.  The  average  profit  he  gets  is  only  about 
12-15  per  cent.  And  the  same  applies  to  other  vendors  who  are 
being  tempted  to  sell  these  lines.    What  is  to  prevent  them? 

Even  to-day,  Mr.  Mallinson  continued,  with  120,000  other 
distributors  of  these  articles,  manufacturers  looked  to  the  phar- 
macist for  the  major  positions  for  proprietary  articles  in  their 
displays.  There  was  another  reason  for  the  manufacturer 
using  them  to  display  his  goods  in  their  windows,  and  that 
was  a  psychological  one.  The  reason  was  that  the  public 
looked  to  them,  and  they  believed  the  pharmacist  with  his 
technical  knowledge  tested  those  things  before  he  would  sell 
them.  In  other  words,  the  fact  that  the  chemist  "  down  the 
road  "  sold  it  was  a  hallmark  to  its  genuineness  when  they 
bought  it  from  the  grocer,  or  small  general  dealer  who  bene- 
fited by  the  chemist's  innocent  testimony.  The  manufacturers 
were  excellent  psycho-analysts  and  knew  this,  with  the  result 
that  they  developed  a  big  sale  outside  the  chemists'  business 
through  their  displays  in  chemists'  windows.  "  The  time  has 
come,"  continued  Mr.  Mallinson,  "  a  little  late,  I  think,  be- 
cause we  ought  to  have  done  this  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago, 
but  the  idea  behind  this  scheme  is  simply  that  we  are  claim- 
ing to  be  allowed  to  handle  the  lines  which  we  are  rightly 
entitled  to,  and  that  is  why  we  are  limiting  our  claims  solely 
to  medicines  and  proprietary  articles."  He  did  not  want 
them  to  believe,  he  added,  that  the  manufacturers  thought 
them  an  ungrateful  lot.  In  so  far  as  they  had  been  in  the 
scheme  of  things  at  all,  it  had  been  to  use  them  for  their  own 
ends.  They  would  be  told,  he  knew,  that  they  ought  to  be 
grateful  for  the  immense  advertising  which  manufacturers  were 
doing  for  the  chemist.  They  would  be  told,  too,  that  an  en- 
tirely new  market  had  been  created  for  them  by  manufacturers. 

The  scheme  only  referred  to  proprietary  medicines  and  sur- 
gical goods.  They  were  only  asking  chemists  to  withdraw 
window  displays,  etc.,  from  articles  which  were  not  on  the 
Chemists'  Friends  List.  The  standard  of  business  was  being 
reduced  when  they  were  allowing  the  goods  which  they  should 
rightfully  sell  to  be  seen  in  other  people's  shops.  The  scheme 
was  being  attacked  right  and  left,  but  it  had  succeeded  beyond 
their  wildest  anticipations,  as  they  did  not  expect  the  success 
they  had  had  in  the  last  three  months.  That  success  was 
due  entirely  to  the  attitude  of  the  chemists  throughout  the 
country,  who  had  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  those 
goods  not  on  the  List.  Manufacturers  vere  beginning  to 
realise   they    were  sufficiently   united   to  be  able  to  stand 
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together  to  a  considerable  extent.  They  were  beginning  to 
realise  that  they  would  have  to  meet  them  in  this  matter, 
and  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  have  the  chemists'  goodwill 
as  they  had  in  the  past  and  cultivate  the  goodwill  of  these 
other  customers  also. 

Dealing  with  bonus  schemes,  the  speaker  pointed  out  that 
,  under  these  schemes  it  meant  that  they  had  a  window  which 
was  confined  entirely  to  those  particular  goods.  He  suggested 
the  result  was  that  they  simply  did  not  trouble  to  dress  their 
windows  in  a  painstaking  way,  but  filled  them  with  the  first 
kind  of  thing  that  was  sent  to  them.  Did  it  not  also  mean 
that  they  were  compelled  to  use  their  windows  for  a  type  of 
business  which  they  did  not  want  to  do?  He  felt  it  was  a 
very  bad  thing  when  a  man  did  not  take  more  pride  in  his 
business  than  that.  He  believed  that  most  chemists  could 
minimise  what  they  lost  in  that  type  of  business  by  simply 
giving  a  little  time  and  thought  to  dressing  their  windows. 

Another  point,"  he  continued,  "  where  do  I  find  the  best- 
dressed  chemists'  windows  in  the  country  ?  It  is  in  the  multiple 
shops — and  I  do  not  refer  to  their  general  windows,  but  to  the 
windows  in  which  they  display  purely  chemists'  goods.  They 
know  perfectly  well  that  it  does  not  pay  them  to  fill  their 
windows  with  these  other  goods.  Their  windows  are  making 
the  sales  of  their  own  goods  in  one  way  or  another." 

Speaking  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  Mr. 
Mallinson  said  this  was  not  affected  at  all.  Under  the  P.A.T.A. 
they  agreed  that  they  should  leave  a  free  channel  of  distribu- 
tion, and  nothing  in  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  disturbed 
this  agreement,  as  they  were  free  to  sell  these  other  goods  if 
asked  for  them  and  merely  undertook  not  to  press  their  sales. 
It  was  almost  inevitable  that  the  manufacturers  who  did  not 
come  on  the  Chemists'  Friends  List  would  try  to  frighten 
them  by  threatening  to  come  off  the  P.A.T.A.  But  would 
the  manufacturer  not  make  himself  unpopular  by  taking  his 
lines  off  the  list  at  the  expense  of  the  100,000  sellers  who  were 
on  the  Protected  List?  He  did  not  think  they  would  go  on 
with  any  suggestion  of  that  nature,  although  they  would  do 
their  utmost  to  frighten  timid  chemists.  The  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme  would  go  on  even  if  they  did  come  off  the 
P.A.T.A.,  but  he  did  not  think  they  would.  The  question  of 
a  big  proprietary  line  trying  to  hit  back  at  them  had  been 
raised.  Would  a  manufacturer  do  himself  any  good  if  he 
altered  his  advertisements  and  said  his  line  was  sold  only  by 
grocers  and  others  and  did  not  mention  the  chemists? 

In  regard  to  price  protection,  the  multiple  concerns  were 
much  more  concerned  with  price  protection  than  they  were. 
So  far  as  the  multiple  concerns  went,  they  could  be  assured 
that  they  were  not  likely  to  try  to  break  up  the  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme  so  long  as  the  cheniists  maintained  the  prices, 
and  they  were  certainly  not  going  to  wreck  the  price-protection 
scheme  by  the  Chefnists'  Friends  scheme. 

"  What  you  want  to  do,"  remarked  Mr.  Mallinson,  "  is  to 
know  all  about  the  scheme,  so  that  you  are  able  to  meet 
travellers  and  not  pay  any  attention  to  garbled  accounts. 
What  we  want  you  to  do  when  a  traveller  calls  with  goods 
you  require  but  are  not  on  the  List  is  to  say,  '  I  don't  mind 
buying  the  goods,  but  I  am  not  going  to  show  your  goods 
until  you  are  on  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme.'  The 
traveller  will  put  that  down  on  his  report.  Then,  in  addition, 
a  chemist  in  meeting  his  brother  chemist  should  see  that  he, 
too,  is  carrying  out  the  .scheme.  It  is  not  a  bit  of  use 
expecting  us  to  get  a  firm  to  go  on  the  List  by  just  going  to 
them  and  saying  '  Go  on  the  List.'  They  won't  go  on  the 
List  unless  we  show  them  that  they  are  going  to  lose  more 
by  remaining  off  the  List  than  on  it." 

Discussion 

Mr.  Lloyd  asked  what  guarantee  they  had  that  wholesale 
companies  would  not  supply  the  big  stores  with  goods  on  the 
Chemists'  Friends  List? 

Mr.  p.  Grant  remarked  that  a  traveller  from  one  firm  had 
told  him  that  his  firm  considered  the  scheme,  but  could  not 
support  it  because  they  had  a  lot  of  business  in  small  out-of- 
the-way  villages  where  they  had  grocers  or  small  general 
dealers  and  the  nearest  chemist  might  be  in  a  town  some 
distance  away. 
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Mr.  Stelfox  asked  whether  Mr.  Mallinson  thought  the  /50 
guarantee  was  sufficient.  To  some  of  these  firms  £50  was 
only  like  a  drop  in  the  ocean. 

Mr.  Mallinson  said  that  the  only  guarantee  they  had  in 
regard  to  supplying  by  wholesale  companies  was  through  the 
manufacturer  who  supplied  the  wholesaler.  In  supplying  them 
with  these  goods  the  manufacturer  supplied  them  on  the 
understanding  that  they  were  redistributed  only  to  those 
carrying  on  business  under  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act.  Regarding  Mr.  Grant's  question, 
they  knew  the  country  district  was  a  problem.  A  manufac- 
turer told  him  of  a  village  where  there  was  no  chemist  within 
six  miles.  On  inquiry  he  found  that  most  of  the  people  there 
went  to  the  nearest  town  by  bus  to  shop,  and  there  was 
more  than  one  chemist  in  that  town.    Should  they  come  across 


a  case  where  no  chemist  was  anywhere  near,  however,  it  might 
be  necessary  to  give  a  permit  to  a  certain  store  to  sell  a 
limited  quantity  of  a  product  on  the  List.  In  reply  to  Mr. 
Stelfox,  he  would  say  that  no  name  went  on  the  List  until 
they  had  deposited  the  ;^5o,  which  was  simply  a  safeguard. 
They  had  to  make  the  List  so  valuable  to  a  manufacturer 
that  the  real  penalty  for  a  series  of  breaches  would  be  in  being 
struck  off  it.  When  they  looked  at  it  in  the  light  that  a 
breach  of  the  conditions  incurred  a  penalty  of  £50  it  showed 
that  the  firms  that  had  come  on  the  List  meant  to  be  genuine. 

A  resolution  "  That  this  branch  of  the  N.P.U.  is  in  favour 
of  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  and  pledges  its  full  support," 
proposed  by  Mr.  G.  L.  Hale,  was  carried  unanimously.  A 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Mallinson,  proposed  by  Mr.  Stephen 
Jones,  was  carried  with  acclamation. 


Glasgow  Discussion  on  Poisons  List  and  Rules 


NEARLY  500  members  of  the  Glasgow  and  South- 
western Scottish  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  attended  a  meeting  held  in  the  Ca'doro 
Restaurant  on  February  11,  when  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secre- 
tary and  registrar  of  the  Society)  gave  an  address  on  ' '  Modern 
Poison  Legislation."     Mr.  Martin  Meldrum  presided, 

Mr.  Linstead  said  older  members  might  feel  that  this  Act 
was  disturbing  their  business.  It  was,  however,  inevitable  that 
some  such  Act  should  come.  Outsiders  were  bound  to  think  it 
curious  that  only  chemists  could  decide  what  chemists  should 
sell.  The  regulations  for  the  selling  and  storage  of  poisons 
were  made,  not  by  the  Council,  but  by  all  its  21,000  members. 
There  was  no  machinery  for  the  enforcement  of  the  old  Acts, 
and  no  minister  was  responsible  to  Parliament  for  the  due 
administration  of  the  sections  dealing  with  poisons.  These 
were  all  good  reasons  for  bringing  the  old  pharmacy  legislation 
up  to  date.  Mr.  Linstead  dealt  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  in  detail.  He  said  that  on  six  occasions  in  the  last  fifteen 
years  pharmacists  had  attempted  to  obtain  modifications  in 
Bills.  Any  modifications  gained  were  secured  by  negotiations. 
A  Parliamentary  agitation  would  simply  play  into  the  hands 
of  those  who  were  against  them. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Shedden  asked  why  the  Board  of  Health  neglected  their 
interests  just  as  much  as  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  neglected 
the  interests  of  farmers.  Why  could  the  Council  not  exercise 
more  influence  in  the  House  of  Commons?  Mr.  Linstead  said 
that  a  Parliamentary  question  was  often  more  one  of  politics 
than  of  actual  merit.  Chemists  were  a  small  community  and 
could  not  possibly  exercise  a  great  political  influence. 

Mr.  Clark  said  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  through  its 
literature,  was  encouraging  chemists  to  study  poisons  and  their 
antidotes.  Was  the  Grocers'  Federation  doing  the  same  for 
listed  sellers?  Mr.  Linstead  said  he  was  not  aware  that  the 
Society  was  doing  this,  but  he  thought  it  was  time  that  a 
course  on  poison  antidotes  was  included  in  their  curriculum. 

Mr.  Campbell  asked  if  the  Poisons  Board  had  suggested  that 
a  doctor  should  pay  a  registration  fee  if  he  dispensed  his  own 
prescriptions.  Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  it  had  been  discussed 
by  the  Board,  but  there  was  nothing  in  the  Act  about  it. 

Mr.  Shedden  asked  if  the  chemist  with  registered  premises 
could  have  other  premises  as  a  listed  seller.  Mr.  Linstead 
replied  that  he  must  be  either  a  chemist  or  a  listed  seller,  but 
not  both. 

Mr.  p.  M.  Duff  said  that  as  branch  secretary  he  had 
received  certain  questions.  Could  a  chemist  have  a  drug  store 
and  also  a  branch  shop  under  an  unqualified  assistant  ?  How 
did  he  stand  if  he  had  a  shop  in  his  wife's  name?  What  was 
the  position  regarding  the  sale  of  poisons  and  other  goods  from 
vans?  There  was  the  question  of  doctors  who  conducted  drug 
stores.  He  was  not  referring  to  doctors  who  did  their  own 
dispensing.  There  was  also  the  question  of  articles  in  the  First 
Schedule  which  must  be  sold  by  a  qualified  chemist  under 
qualified  supervision,  but  which  could  also  be  sold  by  the  listed 
seller.  Mr.  Linstead  said  that  if  a  branch  shop  was  being  run 
under  the  name  of  the  chemist's  wife,  the  chemist  must  be  in 
a  position  to  prove  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt  that  the  shop 
was  actually  the  property  of  the  wife.  V.tus  could  be  used  to 
deliver  goods  previously  sold,  but  poisons  could  not  be  sold 


from  vans  but  only  from  premises  with  an  address  which  could 
be  entered  on  the  list  of  the  local  authority.  Regarding  doc- 
tors' shops,  the  legislation  was  now  different.  Under  the  new 
Act  the  doctor  had  no  statutory  right  to  sell  poisons,  but  he 
could,  as  a  doctor,  supply  poisons  to  his  own  patients.  An 
unqualified  person  could  not  be  left  in  a  doctor's  shop  to  sell. 
With  regard  to  arsenical  sheepdips,  etc.,  the  listed  seller  could 
sell  either  through  himself  or  a  deputy,  but  the  chemist  could 
sell  these  substances  only  under  the  supervision  of  a  phar- 
macist. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Cruickshank,  Mr.  Linstead  said  that  the 
listed  seller  could  sell  mercuric  chloride  only  as  seed  or  bulb 
dressing  and  only  in  the  packet  received  from  the  manu- 
facturer. 

Mr.  Bruce  asked  why  a  B.Sc.  in  Pharmacy  was  not  allowed 
to  manufacture.  Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  the  Poisons  Board 
thought  it  right  the  people  who  made  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions containing  poisons  should  belong  to  some  body  which 
could,  if  necessary,  withdraw  their  qualifications.  They  were 
informed  that  the  Universities  were  not  in  such  a  position.  A 
M.Sc,  however,  could  register  as  a  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Smith  said  a  grocer  received  an  order  for  insulin.  He 
got  it  from  a  chemist  and  then  delivered  it  in  his  own  van. 
Whose  sale  was  it?  Mr.  Linstead  said  if  the  grocer  received 
payment  he  was  the  seller  and  was  selling  illegally. 

Mr.  Wilson  inquired  if  a  doctor  must  specify  the  dates  for 
the  repeating  of  a  prescription.  Mr.  Linstead  said  that  was 
not  necessary,  but  the  chemist  must  put  his  name  and  address, 
plus  the  dates  of  the  various  dispensings,  on  the  prescription 
and  above  the  name  of  the  prescriber,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
the  specified  number  of  dispensings  the  prescription  would 
cease  to  be  valid.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Culbert,  Mr.  Linstead 
said  it  was  immaterial  whether  the  name  and  address  and  dates 
went  on  the  back  or  the  front  of  the  prescription. 

Mr.  Furst  asked  about  the  possibility  of  a  chair  of  phar- 
macy at  the  University.  Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  the  re- 
lationship between  the  universities  and  pharmacy  was  becoming 
closer  and  closer.  Such  a  thing  was  largely  a  matter  of  finance. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Duff,  Mr.  Linstead  said  it  would  be  in 
order  for  a  grocer's  message  boy  to  take  an  order  for  lysol  and 
deliver  it. 

Mr.  Laurenson  asked  why  thirty-five  years  had  been  fixed 
as  the  age  limit  for  inspectors  under  the  Act.  If  a  person  of 
twenty-one  could  be  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist,  was  he 
not  fit  also  to  be  an  inspector?  Mr.  Linstead  said  it  would  be 
distinctly  awkward  sometimes  for  a  young  inspector  to  inter- 
view a  man  greatly  his  senior  in  the  trade.  They  looked  for 
people  with  perhaps  ten  years'  experience.  They  had  900 
applications  for  nine  posts. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Johnston  (Scottish  Department  of  Health)  com- 
plimented Mr.  Linstead  on  his  excellent  exposition  of  the  Act. 
When  the  Home  Secretary  made  alterations  he  was  not  decry- 
ing their  corporate  capacity  but  had  "John  Citizen"  in  his 
mind.  The  regulations  framed  were  not  as  rigorous  as  those 
prevailing  in  other  countries.  Their  defects  would  be  brought 
to  light  by  experience  and  they  could  be  adjusted.  It  would 
not  be  desirable  to  enter  into  controversy  regarding  minor 
details. 

Mr.  Guthrie  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Linstead, 
and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  tlie  chairman  terminated  the  meeting. 
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Dinner  to  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill 


ON  February  12  Mr.  John  Rutherford  Hill,  Ph.C,  was 
entertained  to  a  complimentary  dinner  in  the  North 
British  Station  Hotel,  Edinburgh,  to  mark  the  com- 
pletion of  his  fifty  years'  service  as  resident  secretary  in 
Scotland  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  Mr. 
Hill  was  also  presented  with  an  honorarium,  subscribed  for  by 
friends  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Mr.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett 
(chairman  of  the  North  British  Executive)  presided  over  a 
company  of  more  than  100.  Among  those  present  were  Mrs. 
Bennett  ;  Mrs.  Munro  (Mr.  Hill's  sister);  Dr.  James  F.  Tocher, 
Aberdeen  ;  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  (president  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain);  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary 
of  the  Society);  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  ;  Miss  Muriel  Ritson  (Scot- 
tish Department  of  Health);  Dr.  R.  W.  Craig  (Scottish  secre- 
tary of  the  Medical  Association);  Professor  G.  Barger ;  Pro- 
fessor Sir  William  Wright  Smith 

Mr.  Arthur  Cairns,  one  of  the  joint  secretaries,  read  tele- 
grams of  congratulation  from  Messrs.  John  Noble,  Anthony 
McMillan  (past-chairman  of  the  North  British  Executive), 
"  All  at  Bloomsbury  Square,"  John  H.  Ramsay,  and  G.  A. 
Tocher  (London).  He  intimated  that  many  messages  of  good 
wishes  had  been  received,  and  read  extracts  from  letters  by 
Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones  and  Dr.  R.  Stewart  MacDougall.  Several 
apologies  for  absence  were  also  intimated. 

The  Eulogies 

Dr.  Tocher,  who  afterwards  made  the  presentation,  referred 
to  the  presence  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Mr.  James  Jack  and  Mr. 
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E.  SaviUe  Peck,  whom,  with  Mr.  Hill  and  himself,  he  described 
as  a  quintet,  a  fast  vanishing  brotherhood  of  fifty  years  ago, 
who  kept  the  faith,  who  dreamt  dreams,  and  who  had  bright 
visions  of  the  future.  This  quintet  had  lived  to  see  a  trans- 
formation which  had  exceeded  all  hopes  and  had  greatly 
increased  duties — duties  which  had  for  their  main  objects  the 
healing  of  the  sick  and  the  protection  of  the  public.  This 
transformation  had  also  raised  the  status  of  the  pharmacist 
in  the  community.  Through  all  this  period  of  transformation, 
the  leading  spirit  in  Scotland,  the  guide  of  the  pharmacist  on 
his  onward  march,  and  the  exponent  to  the  authorities  and  the 
public  of  the  place  and  role  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  State, 
had  been  John  Rutherford  Hill.  After  some  reminiscences  of 
his  examination  experiences  in  1886,  just  after  Mr.  Hill's 
appointment  as  resident  secretary.  Dr.  Tocher  said  that  Mr. 
Hill  was  in  his  seventy-ninth  year  and  had  been  associated 
with  pharmacy  for  sixty-six  years.  It  was  over  fifty-seven 
years  since  he  qualified  and  fifty-five  years  since  he  became  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist.     Fifty-three  years  ago  he  was  the 


first  principal  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  the  Royal  Dis- 
pensary, and  a  recognised  University  lecturer  in  materia 
medica  in  the  Edinburgh  School  of  Medicine.  Then  came  his 
appointment  as  secretary  in  1886,  when  the  Council  placed  the 
North  British  Branch  on  a  sound  footing,  all  due  to  Mr.  Hill's 
persuasive  tongue  and  the  irrefutable  logic  he  used  to  Mr. 
Carteighe  on  the  occasion  of  that  great  leader's  visit  as 
president.  Mr.  Hill  could  have  filled  many  high  posts  with 
distinction,  a  Lord  of  Session,  an  Archbishop,  a  Moderator,  or 
one  of  his  Majesty's  chief  secretaries  of  State,  but  he  chose 
his  role  and  stuck  to  it.  When  Mr.  Hill  took  office  he  had  to 
consider  mainly  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  1852  and  1868.  Now 
they  had  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts  of  1908  and  1933  with 
the  respective  Schedules  ;  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  of  1920, 
1923,  1925  and  1932  ;  and  the  elaborate  Dangerous  Drugs 
Regulations  of  1928  and  1933,  together  with  the  Poisons  Rules 
of  1935.  In  addition  they  had  all  the  regulations  in  insurance 
dispensing,  the  hours  of  the  staff,  and  the  quality  and  genuine- 
ness of  the  stock  in  pharmacies  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  of  1928.  Mr.  Hill  was  very  fortunate 
in  having  had  as  his  assistant  for  many  years  Dr.  Joseph  Tait. 
Dr.  Tocher  said  he  would  like  again  to  suggest  to  all  the 
officers  and  Council  of  the  Society  the  desirability  of  consider- 
ing that  the  law  should  be  amended  to  ensure  that  all  sampling 
of  drugs  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  should  be  made  under 
the  Council's  direction.  As  one  entrusted  with  the  duty  of 
analysing  dispensed  medicaments,  he  could  testify  a^  to  the 
excellence  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  pharmacists  in 
Scotland.  It  was  all  very  well  in  the  old  days  to  permit  can- 
didates to  sit  for  the  examinations  without  any  evidence  of 
their  fitness  further  than  training  in  pharmacy.  The  com- 
plexity and  variety  of  the  remedies  now  available,  and  the 
increase  in  scientific  knowledge,  necessitated  the  institution  of 
a  curriculum  of  study.  Scotland  was  well  supplied  with  phar- 
macists, for  there  were  five  for  every  10,000  of  the  population 
against  England  with  two  per  10,000.  In  his  travels  he  had 
met  pharmacists  in  Belgium,  France,  Italy  and  South  Africa 
whose  first  question  was  "  What  is  Mr.  Hill  doing  now?  " 

Mr.  Peck  said  that  as  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  he  had  the  greatest  possible  pleasure 
in  being  there,  and  on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists  south  of  the 
Tweed  offering  congratulations  to  their  old  friend.  What 
would  have  happened  if  the  apprentice's  master  had  not  taken 
him  to  visit  John  McKay  and  so  interested  him  in  the  work 
of  the  Society  which  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  had  served  so  faith- 
fully and  honourably  in  the  last  fifty  years?  It  must  be  a 
great  gratification  to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  to  know  that  the 
scheme  which  he  visualised  some  forty  years  ago  was  about 
to  be  consummated,  and  that  within  a  year  or  two  there  will 
be  established  a  complete  pharmaceutical  curriculum  in  Heriot- 
Watt  College  in  the  Scottish  caf)ital,  which  had  always  been 
the  home  of  many  branches  of  learning.  At  the  Science  Ses- 
sions of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  if  there  was 
any  difficult  problem  or  subject  under  discussion,  Mr.  Hill 
would  frequently  come  in  with  some  original  side-light  of 
knowledge  and  settle  the  whole  question.  In  social  gatherings, 
when  called  upon,  he  could  always  be  depended  upon  to  give 
an  arresting,  sympathetic  and  witty  speech.  It  had  been  a 
real  loss  to  pharmacy,  and  one  which  he  (Mr.  Peck)  hoped  it 
was  not  too  late  to  remedy,  that  Mr.  Hill  had  never  been 
chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  His  know- 
ledge of  the  history  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the 
last  fifty  years  was  probably  unique,  and  of  no  man  could  it 
be  more  truthfully  said  that  he  alone  of  all  men  could  write 
a  complete  history  of  pharmacy  and  the  Society,  the  idiosyn- 
crasies of  members  of  Council  and  the  members  of  the  North 
British  Branch.  And  if  it  was  not  given  to  him  to  write 
that  history,  they  hoped  he  would  write  his  reminiscences  or 
his  autobiography.  His  knowledge  of  poison  law  was  most 
extensive,  and  the  evi.ience  which  he  had  given  at  various 
inquiries  had  been  of  enormous  value  to  pharmacy.  Mr.  Hill's 
single-mindedness,  his  power  of  constantly  dwelling  at  his  own 
high  level  of  thought  and  purpose,  were  indicative  of  a  strong 
and  noble  character.  His  whole-hearted  devotion  to  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Society  and  his  care  for  its  reputation  were  an 
inspiration  to  students  and  members  alike.  During  practically 
the  whole  of  his  life  he  had  taken  an  important  part  in  matters 
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connected  with  church  life  and  especially  social  welfare  activi- 
ties among  young  people. 

Mr.  LiNSTEAD  said  it  was  for  him  to  try  to  tell  them  what 
was  thought  of  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  in  London.  First  of  all 
they  thought  of  him  as  a  warrior,  not  one  who  was  looking 
for  trouble,  but  one  who  was  always  quite  happy  when  he 
found  it.  (Laughter.)  The  next  thing  that  they  associated 
with  him  was  that  great  virtue,  loyalty.  They  thought  of  his 
selflessness,  his  complete  disregard  of  his  own  needs  in  the 
interests  of  other  people.  Then  they  thought  of  his  humour  ; 
and  they  thought  of  him  as  a  politician  in  the  best  sense  of 
the  term.  He  had  carved  his  personality  upon  pharmacy  in 
Scotland. 

Mr.  Gilmour  recalled  the  fact  that  twenty-five  years  ago, 
when  chairman  of  the  North  British  Executive,  he  took  part 
in  Mr.  Hill's  semi-jubilee  celebration  with  the  late  David 
Storrar,  Dr.  Laidlaw  Ewing  and  William  L.  Currie.  The  past 
fifty  years  had  been  a  period  o£  unparalleled  progress  in 
scientific  discovery,  industrial  development  and  social  reform, 
but  it  had  not  given  them  a  new  moral  worth.  Indisputably, 
however,  pharmacy  was  a  better  profession  to  live  in  than 
when  he  entered  it  fifty  years  ago.  For  those  results  they 
were  indebted  to  men  like  their  guest  this  evening.  It  did  not 
matter  what  was  the  inconvenience,  loss  of  time,  or  labour, 
he  cheerfully  rendered  what  service  he  could.  He  (Mr. 
Gilmour)  could  testify  to  the  candour,  the  very  stringent  and 
caustic  candour,  with  which  he  sometimes  dealt  with  them  and 
others  throughout  Scotland.  One  of  his  biggest  assets  was 
his  diplomacy,  his  finesse.  When  there  was  more  heat  than 
light  in  a  discussion,  Mr.  Hill  found  it  convenient  to  tell  them 
that  lunch  was  ready.  After  lunch  they 
were  quite  docile.  Everything  he  did 
was  done  with  the  utmost  sincerity, 
always  helpful,  always  considerate,  and 
always  a  real  personal  friend,  a  man 
who  had  had  a  great  influence  on  his 
(the  speaker's)  life,  as  he  must  have 
had  on  the  lives  of  thousands  of  men 
who  have  come  into  contact  with  him. 

Dr.  Tocher  then  made  the  presenta- 
tion amid  great  applause.  Mr.  Hill's 
health  was  pledged,  and  the  company 
sang  "  For  He's  a  Jolly  Good  Fellow." 


the  Council  who  were  still  at  the  "  stop  the  store  "  point  of 
policy.  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  one  of  the  most  genial  of  men,  came 
to  Edinburgh  to  put  him  right.  They  had  a  talk,  and  at  the 
end  he  said:  "  You  are  right  ;  I  am  going  back  to  tell  my 
Council  you  are  right."  The  Bill  was  substantially  embodied 
in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  In  his  Bill  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  in  Navy  and  Army  hospitals  was  to  be 
absolutely  restricted  to  qualified  pharmacists.  They  did  not 
get  all  that.  About  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  it  was 
well  to  remember  that  the  position,  although  disappointing, 
was  not  irremediable.  Under  the  new  legislation  it  was  Regu- 
lations which  they  had  to  face,  and  not  statutory  provisions 
which  could  not  have  been  altered  without  going  back  to 
Parliament.  The  three  Government  representatives  who  had 
been  added  to  the  Council  were  a  valuable  asset,  and  brought 
them  into  contact  with  Government  departments.  They  stood 
in  the  presence  of  a  great  opportunity.  The  rehabilitation  of 
the  Society  through  the  Act  gave  a  chance  they  never  had 
before  for  loyalty  and  unity,  and  in  that  loyalty  and  unity 
was  their  hope  for  the  future.  So  long  as  humanity  remained 
there  would  be  a  legitimate  sphere  for  the  properly  qualified 
pharmacist.  What  they  had  to  do  was  to  wake  up  and  give  a 
first-class  public  service. 

Other  Toasts 

Mr.  David  Harley,  in  proposing  the  toast  of  "  The 
Guests,"  said  that  as  he  listened  to  Mr.  Hill,  Dr.  Tocher,  and 
Mr.  Gilmour,  it  occurred  to  him  that  it  would  be  a  unique 
and  valuable  contribution  if  they  could  get  from  these  gentle- 
men their  views  of  life.    It  would  be  a  wonderful  trilogy.

The  Reply 

Mr.  Hill,  in  reply,  said  he  wondered 
who  had  been  described  in  those  won- 
derful speeches  they  had  been  listening 
to.  He  did  not  recognise  in  himself  the 
individual  to  whom  these  remarks 
would  appropriately  apply.  There  were 
many  things  he  would  like  to  say  but 
could  not  now.  He  knew  that  Dr. 
Tocher  had  come  at  some  personal  in- 
convenience, and  he  appreciated  his 
great  kindness.  Thirty  years  ago  Dr. 
Tocher  principally,  and  he  (Mr.  Hill)  as 
his  helper,  prepared  a  scheme  for  phar- 
macy in  a  university  curriculum  and 
managed  to  get  one  of  their  universities 
to  adopt  this  scheme ;  but  there  were 
no  teaching  facilities  in  those  days, 
and  it  was  only  when  a  Society  cur- 
riculum was  established  that  the  proper  teaching  facilities 
were  available  and  the  degree  became  a  practical  reality. 
When  the  National  Health  Insurance  agitation  was  on,  the 
most  conspicuous  personality  in  that  difficult  bit  of  work  was 
Dr.  Tocher,  who  had  a  remarkable  knowledge  of  friendly 
society  working.  What  he  (Mr.  Hill)  had  done  would  have 
been  impossible  had  it  not  been  for  a  splendid  and  loyal  staff: 
he  mentioned  especially  Dr.  Tait  and  Miss  Brew.  He  (Mr. 
Hill)  had  the  luck  to  be  introduced  to  John  McKay  early 
in  his  career,  and  that  led  him  to  a  full  study  of  the  history 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  of  the  ideals  for  which  the 
Society  stands.  His  experience  was  that  it  was  not  the  spec- 
tacular work  that  got  there  ;  it  was  the  quiet  unseen  study, 
undefeatable  pertinacity,  that  got  them  there  much  sooner. 
When  he  began  in  the  Society  there  was  a  great  agitation  about 
the  1880  judgment  which  destroyed  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  position  so  far  as  corporate  bodies  were  concerned  in 
carrying  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  He  had  the  temerity  to 
frame  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  greatly  offended  friends  on 
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RITSON  (DEPT.  OF  HEALTH  FOR  SCOTLAND).  MR.  H.  N.

Miss  RiTSON,  in  reply,  said  that  representing  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  she  took  that  opportunity  of  saying  that  they 
were  very  proud  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  service 
it  had  given  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  in  Scotland  ; 
although  she  was  speaking  on  behalf  of  certain  English  guests 
in  that  reply,  she  wanted  to  say  that  they  thought  they  had 
done  better  in  Scotland  than  they  had  done  in  the  South. 
Since  she  first  met  Mr.  Hill  she  had  never  ceased  to  be  certain 
of  the  honesty  and  sincerity  of  all  Mr.  Hill's  actions.  She  could 
remember  one  historic  occasion  when  representatives  of  their 
Society  went  to  meet  a  late  Secretary  of  State  and  he  com- 
mented on  those  virtues  in  Mr.  Hill. 

Dr.  R.  W.  Craig,  proposing  the  health  of  "  The  Chairman,  " 
said  that  it  had  been  a  great  privilege  to  take  part  in  that 
interesting  and  somewhat  unique  event. 

The  Chairman,  in  reply,  thanked  Mr.  Cairns,  who  had  been 
assisted  by  Mr.  Peter  Duff,  for  his  work  in  connection  with 
the  organisation  of  the  function.  The  singing  of  "  Auld  Lang 
Syne  "  concluded  the  proceedings. 
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Chiropody  in  Practice 

The  chiropodist  provides  his  own  instruments  and  collects  his  own  favourite 
formulas  for  medicaments.    These  matters  are  dealt  with  in  the  concluding 

article  of  the  present  series. 

VI    Instruments  and  Medicaments 

(Concluded  from  The  Chemist  AND  DRUGGIST,  February  8,  p.  164) 


THE  indispensable  instruments  of  a  chiropodist  are  few 
in  number.    With  callous  and  corn  scalpeis,  forceps, 
nippers,  and  probe,  every  excision  of  corns  or  callous 
can  be  carried  out.     Each  type  of  instrument  is,  however, 
presented   in   so    many    modifications    that    the  uninitiated 
selector  is  apt  to  be  confused.     In  a  matter  in  which  per- 
sonal preference  enters  so  largely  it  is  impossible  to  lay  down 
any  definite  rules,  but  the  buyer  is  well  advised  to  preserve  a 
balanced  judgment,  and  not  to  be  persuaded  into  buying  a 
large  collection  of  similar  instruments.     A  smaller  number, 
used  persistently,  will  help  to  develop  a  high  degree  of  manipu- 
lative skill,  and  new  shapes  for  special  purposes  may  be  added 
after  this  has  been  attained.     A  pointed  scalpel  is  required 
for  enucleating  corns,  but  the  length  of  its  blades  is  not  of  great 
importance.    For  removing  large  areas  of  callous  such  a  scalpel 
is  obviously  unsuitable.    To  aSect  the  latter,  many  varieties  of 
scalpel  are  available — -long,  short,  curved,  straight,  broad  or 
narrow.    A  simple  shape  of  medium  size  is  best  at  the  start. 
When  facility  has  been  obtained  with  this,  the  operator  may 
find  that  a  longer  blade  facilitates  neat  workmanship  upon 
areas  at  the  remote  side  of  the  foot,  while  a  shorter  one  is 
more  convenient  at  the  near  side.     In  certain  positions  a 
chisel-like  blade  will  probably  be  superior  to  the  pen-knife 
type.    Still,  they  can  be  dispensed  with.    A  skilled  operator 
can  use  his  favourite  scalpel  in  any  position  and  many  cata- 
logued instruments  are  redundant.    Two  pairs  of  forceps — a 
blunt  end  and  a  mouse-tooth — afford  invaluable  assistance. 
The  latter  can  with  advantage  be  of  the  cross-action  pattern 
if  the  complete  enucleation  method   is  being 
followed.    Once  it  has  been  made  to  grip  the 
corn,  it  can  be  left  in  position,  thus  releasing 
both  hands  of  the  operator  for  more  important 
work.    A  pair  of  nippers  is  essential.    The  con- 
cave variety  is  the  most  frequently  useful,  but 
straight  and  even  convex  nippers  are  preferred 
by  some.   The  plier-handled  type  offers  the  re- 
quired strength  and  leverage  for  the  thickest 
nails.    A  pair  of  convex  scissor-nippers  is  often 
useful  for  trimming.   The  chiropodist's  nail  file 
differs  from  the  kind  usually  sold  for  personal 
use  by  its  greater  size  and  permanence.    It  is 
most  imjxjrtant  to  choose  a  file  with  a  handle 
that  is  convenient  to  hold.    Gouges,  chisels. 


and  cleavers  are  all  at  times  a  convenience,  but  perform  func- 
tions which  can  be  accomplished  by  a  skilful  operator  with  the 
simpler  instruments  already  mentioned. 

Sharpening  Scalpels 

A  blunt  scalpel  slows  down  the  operator's  speed,  diminishes 
his  skill  and  hurts  the  patient.  A  keen  edge  is  therefore  of 
the  greatest  importance.  To  achieve  and  maintain  the  required 
keenness,  the  two  processes  of  honing  and  stropping  must  be 
mastered.      The    common    medium    of    honing    is    either  a 

Belgian  "  or  an  "  Arkansas  "  stone.  The  stone  is  lubri- 
cated by  means  of  a  small  quantity  of  oil  or  of  soapy  water 
and  the  blade  laid  flat  upon  it.    It  is  a  point  of  importance

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that  the  whole  surface  of  the  blade  must  be  kept  flat  and  as 
closely  in  contact  with  the  stone  as  possible  throughout  the 
whole  of  each  stroke.  The  movement  is  a  rhythmical  sweep 
along  the  stone,  sharp  edge  foremost  pushing  forward  the 
lubricating  medium,  blade  tip  finishing  on  the  handle  side  of 
the  stone.  Handle  is  held  between  fingers  to  sense  the  pres- 
sure, and  at  the  end  of  the  stroke  a  flick  of  the  fingers  reverses 
the  blade  to  be  drawn  back,  again  edge  foremost,  along  a 
similar  path.  This  is  repeated  until  the  requisite  sharpness  is 
acquired.  A  "  saw  "  edge  is  not  to  be  aimed  at.  It  will  not 
stand  up  to  hard  work  for  any  appreciable  time.     The  ideal 

is  a  smooth,  velvety 
edge  of  the  kind  met 
with  in  the  better 
makes  of  razor  blade. 
Stropping  should  be 
carried  out  upon  a  fiat 
strop,  blunt  edge 
foremost.

Medicaments 
for  the  Foot

Softening  Liquids 

The  most  convenient  preparation  for  softening  the  skin  is 
probably  soap  liniment  (Lin.  saponis,  B.P.).  A  two  per  cent, 
aqueous  phenol  or  aqueous  potassium  hydroxide  solution  is 
also  useful. 

Deodorants  .^nd  Astringents 

The  usual  astringents  are  used  by  the  chiropodist,  the  most 
suitable  strengths  being:  alum,  5  per  cent.;  tannic  acid,  5  per 
cent.;  aluminium  chloride,  10  per  cent.  Glycerin  of  tannic 
acid  is  in  frequent  use.  Potassium  permanganate  is  used  as  a 
deodorant  in  the  strength  of  i  to  1,500. 

Massage  Lotions  and  Creams 

The  following  formulas  will  be  found  satisfactory  mediums 
for  massage :  — -

Abernethy. — On  February  18,  Mr.  John  Abernethy,  Ph.C, 
190  Ravenhill  Road,  Belfast.  Mr.  Abernethy,  who  was  one 
of  the  oldest  chemists  in  Ireland,  became  a  member  of  the 
Northern  Society  shortly  after  its  formation  in  1926.  He  spent 
practically  all  his  business  career  with  Thomas  McMullan  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Victoria  Street,  Belfast,  with  whom  he  served  for 
forty-six  years  ;  when  he  retired  three  years  ago,  he  received 
a  presentation  from  the  members  of  the  staff.  One  of  Mr. 
Abernethy's  sons,  Mr.  R.  B.  Abernethy,  Ph.C,  carries  on  a 
pharmacy  at  225  Holy  wood  Road. 

Blain. — At  12  Wyresdale  Road,  Bolton,  on  February  15, 
Mr.  William  Rushton  Blain,  Ph.C.  (William  Blain  &  Sons), 
25  Market  Street,  aged  seventy-three.  The  business  known  as 
William  Blain  &  Sons  was  established  by  the  late  Mr.  William 
Blain  in  1851,  and  was  removed  to  its  present  address  three 
years  later.  Mr.  W.  R.  Blain  served  his  apprenticeship  to  his 
father ;  after  gaining  further  experience  he  passed  the  Minor 
examination  in  1883.  He  and  his  elder  brother,  Mr.  A.  L. 
Blain,  Ph.C,  were  taken  into  partnership  in  1885,  and  he 
became  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  two  years  later.  Mr.  A.  L. 
Blain  eventually  went  to  Market  Street,  Manchester,  until  his 
retirement ;  on  the  death  of  the  founder  of  the  business  in  1908 
Mr.  W.  R.  Blain  continued  it  alone.  An  illustrated  account  of 
the  pharmacy  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  1934, 
II,  279.  Mr.  Blain  held  office  for  a  long  period  at  Bolton 
Parish  Church,  of  which  he  had  many  photographs  and  lantern 
slides.  He  was  president  of  the  Bolton  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion on  two  occasions,  and  of  the  Bolton  Chamber  of  Trade 
in  1931  ;  he  also  served  on  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
from  its  formation.  Mr.  Blain  had  various  hobbies,  including 
microscopy  and  numismatics.  About  fourteen  months  ago  he 
suffered  from  heart  trouble  but  appeared  to  recover  from  it. 
Mr.  Blain  was  very  popular  in  his  district,  and  much  sympathy 
will  be  felt  with  his  widow  and  daughter. 

Clubb. — At  42  Druidsville  Road,  Liverpool,  on  February  15, 
Mr.  William  Herbert  Clubb,  Ph.C.  (W.  H.  Clubb,  Ltd., 
chemists),  aged  seventy-two.  Mr.  Clubb  was  educated  at  the 
Liverpool  Collegiate  School,  and  in  1878  commenced  his 
apprenticeship  to  Mr.  Jones  of  Wavertree,  afterwards  gaining 
experience  with  Mr.  Redford  of  Oxford  Street  and  Mr.  Smith 
of  Smithdown  Road.  In  i8gi  Mr.  Clubb  commenced  business 
at  138  Smithdown  Road  ;  he  remained  there  till  1931,  when 
he  removed  to  larger  premises  at  142  Smithdown  Road.  He 
was  president  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  in 
1921-22,  a  member  of  Liverpool  Insurance  Committee,  and 
since  1925  had  served  on  the  Executive  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Anfield  Crema- 
torium on  February  18,  when  there  was  a  large  'and  repre- 
sentative gathering  present,  including,  in  addition  to  the  chief

Gibson. — On  February  11,  Mr.  Frederick  Hulbert  Gibson, 
for  many  years  managing  director  of  Robert  Gibson  &  Sons, 
I  Ad.,  Manchester  and  London.

The  British  Industries  Fair  at  the  various  centres  in 
London  and  Birmingham  has  the  backing  of  the  Press  to 
a  degree  which  must  be  exceptionally  gratifying  to  the 
authorities  concerned.     Year  by  year  its  importance  has 
grown,  so  that  after  twenty-two  years  the  B.LF.  is  now 
recognised  to  be  a  "  shop  window  "  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance to  British  commerce  in  international  trade.     It  has 
become  an  institution,  and  in  view  of  this  it  is  important 
that  nothing  should  be  left  undone  that  is  likely  still  further 
to  advance  its  position.    Amidst  the  pa-ans  of  praise,  how- 
ever, there  is  one  point  which  is  bound  to  strike  the  onlooker 
who  is  interested  in  the  chemical  side  of  British  industry. 
The  chemical  section,  it  is  true,  has  pride  of  place  in  that 
it  meets  the  visitor  immediately  after  passing  through  the 
various  exhibits  of  the  Overseas  Dominions.    Yet  one 
cannot  but  notice  that  despite  the  fact  that  there  are  many 
famous  chemical  firms  exhibiting,  the  chemical  section  of 
the  Exhibition  must  be  regarded  as  a  whole  as  disappointing. 
The  chemical  industry  in  this  country  must  of  necessity  be 
looked  upon  as  a  key  industry ;    yet  we  find  it  rubbing 
shoulders,  as  it  were,  with  extraneous  branches  of  trade 
which,  although  no  doubt  important  so  far  as  the  commerce 
of  the  country  is  concerned,  cannot  in  any  way  be  linked 
with  the  chemical  industry.    It  is  but  a  few  steps  from  the 
entrance  to  the  chemical  section  to  the  next  section  where 
handbags  are  displayed, and  it  is  doubtful  whether  overseas 
buyers  are  likely  to  be  impressed,  as  they  should  be,  with 
the  importance  of  Britain's  great  chemical  industry.  One 
looks  in  vain  for  the  stands  of  manufacturers  who  are  peer- 
less in  the  production  of  certain  alkaloids;  and  if  the  drug 
trade   itself   is   particularly   considered    the  number  of 
representatives  is  disappointing,  although  the  stands  of 
those  present  are  sufficiently  arrestive  to  show  that  this 
country  is  not  lacking  in  its  ability  to  produce  first-class 
products.    There  is  much  dissociation  between  the  main 
chemical  industry  and  associated  branches ;  the  perfumery 
trade  may  be  taken  as  an  example. 

Another  point  is  that  businesses  concerned  with  chemicals 
and  allied  materials  should  be  encouraged  to  take  part  in 
the  Fair  even  if  it  were  necessary  to  give  special  considera- 
tion. One  has  only  to  saunter  past  the  colossal  stands  of 
exhibitors  in  other  sections,  for  example,  china  and  glass, 
to  realise  how  important  the  Fair  can  be.  It  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  the  majority  of  visitors  can  form  any  real 
opinion  of  the  magnitude  of  the  chemical  industry  in  this 
country  from  the  few  scattered  stands  at  the  British 
Industries  Fair.  It  would  seem  as  if  a  new  method  of 
planning  the  chemical  exhibit  was  needed.  The  logical 
arrangement  would  be  to  have  as  a  nucleus  of  the  exhibits 
of  the  chemical  industry  of  this  country  the  heavy  and  fine 
chemicals,  and  subsidiary  branches  of  the  trade  such  as 
perfumery,  cosmetics  and  so  on  in  close  proximity.  If  the 
many  famous  firms  who  have  not  exhibited  were  encouraged 
to  appear  in  a  hall  or  section  entirely  devoted  to  the  industry, 
we  venture  to  think  that  such  a  presentation  would  be  more 
in  keeping  with  the  importance  of  the  chemical  trade  as 
a  whole  than  is  at  present  apparent. 


The  Chemist  and  the  Coroner  . 

The  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Coroners, 
published  a  few  days  ago,  provides  abundant  material  to 
interest  the  chemist  and  druggist.  Some  of  its  proposals, 
indeed,  ought  to  be  cordially  welcomed,  for  if  there  is  one 
class  of  the  community  upon  which  the  harshness  of  the 
"  crowner's  "  tongue  has  fallen  from  time  immemorial, 
the  educated  man  to  whom  the  State  has  entrusted  the 
sale  of  poisons  is  of  that  class.  So  unjust  and  undeserved 
have  been  many  of  the  comments  and  censures  passed  by 
coroners  upon  chemists  that  the  proposal  now  made  by 
the  Departmental  Committee  to  silence  the  tongue  of  the 
oppressor  is  one  heartily  to  be  welcomed.  The  fact  is — as 
we  learn  from  well-informed  sources — that  for  a  good  many 
years  past  dissatisfaction  has  been  rife  in  legal  circles  with 
the  dictatorial  manner  in  which  many  coroners  have  been 
making  use  of  their  position  to  act  as  public  censors.  In 
doing  so  they  have  not  scrupled  to  disregard  all  accepted 
canons  of  judicial  conduct,  and  have  acted  like  examining 
justices  who  apply  third  degree  pressure  to  extract 
confessions. 

"  We  have  already  pointed  out  that  in  our  opinion  the 
coroner's  jurisdiction  ought  to  be  limited  to  an  investigation 
of  the  facts,  how,  when  and  where  the  death  occurred." 

The  Departmental  Committee  make  this  remark,  adding 
that  "  investigation  of  facts  should  be  clearly  distinguished 
from  the  trial  of  liability  whether  civil  or  criminal."  Put 
into  language  appropriate  to  the  interests  we  have  in  mind, 
this  means  that  it  is  not  part  of  the  business  of  the  coroner 
to  pass  judgment  upon  a  chemist  who  has  supplied  poison 
from  the  taking  of  which  death  may  have  resulted.  The 
coroner's  court  (to  quote  the  Committee  again)  "  is  not 
equipped  for  such  an  inquiry  :  its  procedure  does  not 
include  the  machinery  for  deciding  questions  of  this 
sort  .  .  .  The  law  provides  appropriate  tribunals  for  the 
settlement  of  questions  of  personal  responsibility  in 
criminal  matters  .  .  ."  Yet  how  often  a  chemist  has  been 
violently  censured  upon  ex-parte  evidence  and  without  the 
assistance  of  any  advocate  to  protect  him,  in  a  coroner's 
court !  Those  who  have  had  experience  of  these  courts 
will  agree  that  a  coroner  with  legal  training  invariably 
conducts  his  inquiry  in  quite  a  different  manner  from  that 
which  a  non-legal  coroner  applies  to  his  work.  The 
Committee  recommend  that  in  future  only  barristers  or 
solicitors  should  be  appointed  to  the  office  : — 

"  We  do  not  desire  to  detract  in  any  way  from  the  valuable 
work  which  has  been,  and  is  being,  done  by  medical  coroners ; 
but  we  consider  that  legal  training  is  of  greater  importance 
than  medical  training  in  this  matter." 

But,  while  recommending  that  the  qualifications  for 
appointment  should  be  primarily  legal,  the  Committee 
think  that — 

"  The  candidate  should  not  merely  have  lived  a  certain 
number  of  years  since  the  date  when  he  was  called  to  the  Bar 
or  admitted  as  a  solicitor,  but  should  have  satisfied  tests  .  .  . 
of  his  acquaintance  with  forensic  medicine  or  medical  juris- 
prudence." 

To  that  we  venture  to  add  the  need  for  acquaintance 
with  forensic  pharmacy  as  well,  since  the  pharmaceutical 
aspect  of  a  death  problem  is  sometimes  equally  important 
with  the  medical  aspect.  We  see  no  reason  why  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  not  take  this  report  intO' 
consideration  in  the  interests  of  the  profession.  The 
medical  profession  are  sure  to  have  their  "  say  "  on  the 
matter  :  why  not  the  pharmaceutical  profession  also  ? 
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Effec's  of  ihe  Warble  Fly  Order 

The  Order  recently  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  (C.  &■  D.,  Feb.  8,  p.  143)  renders  it  compulsory 
for  every  person  having  in  his  possession  or  in  his  charge 
any  cattle  which  are  visibly  infested  with  maggot  of  the 
warble  fly  to  take  measures  for  the  destruction  of  the 
parasite.  This  order  has  had  two  interesting  results  : 
(i)  to  exclude  the  use  of  all  substances  except  those  con- 
taining derris;  (2)  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  agricul- 
tural chemists  to  obtain  a  large  proportion  of  the  business 
which  will  result.  We  understand  that  a  deputation 
recently  waited  on  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  objecting  to 
the  remedy  for  warbles  being  confined  to  derris,  but  the 
reply  was  to  the  effect  that  the  only  official  trials  that  had 
been  undertaken  for  the  destruction  of  warbles  had  been 
made  with  derris,  and  that  if  manufacturers  of  other 
preparations  cared  to  undertake  official  trials,  the  Ministry 
in  turn  would  be  prepared  to  take  notice  of  them.  Concern 
has  been  expressed  in  some  quarters  that  the  sale  of  derris 
is  to  some  extent  a  monopoly ;  such,  however,  is  not  the 
case,  as  derris  is  freely  sold  on  the  open  market,  and 
purchasers  usually  stipulate  either  a  percentage  of  rotenone 
or  of  ether  extract.  The  Order  does  not  state  how  the  tests 
on  the  derris  shall  be  carried  out,  and  it  is  generally  known 
that  there  is  more  than  one  way  of  estimating  the  rote- 
none and  varying  results  are  obtained.  The  raw  material 
is  always  bought  and  sold  on  the  London  market  on  tests 
carried  out  by  one  of  the  leading  firms  of  produce  analysts. 
As  the  standard  of  derris  will  in  future  concern  wider 
interests  than  hitherto,  we  have  ascertained  that  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Warble  Fly  (Dressing  of  Cattle)  Order  of 
1936,  derris  resins  will  be  determined  by  extraction  with 
ether  or  with  carbon  tetrachloride,  and  rotenone  will  be 
determined  from  the  maximum  proportion  of  crystallisable 
rotenone  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  resins.  The 
procedure  adopted  for  this  determination  will,  in  general, 
be  that  of  Cahn  and  Boam  ("  Journal  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry,"  1935,  54,  37  T),  but  in  certain  cases, 
depending  on  the  nature  of  the  preparation  examined, 
it  may  be  necessary  to  modify  the  details  as  described  by 
them  in  order  to  obtain  the  maximum  yield  of  rotenone. 
In  view  of  the  widespread  importance  of  the  new  Order 
there  are  one  or  two  other  matters  which  should  not  escape 
the  attention  of  chemists  and  manufacturers  dealing  with 
remedies  for  this  pest.    The  Order  states  that  : — 

(a)  The  infested  cattle  shall  be  dressed  with  a  dressing  prepared 
in  acxordance  with  the  specification  laid  down  in  the  Schedule  to 
this  Order  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  tuenty-seven  days  and  not 
more  than  thirty-two  days  between  the  dressings,  commencing  in 
each  year  between  the  fifteenth  and  twenty-second  days  of  March 
(both  days  mclusive)  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  maggots  appear 
under  the  skin  on  the  backs  of  the  cattle,  and  continuing  so  long 
as  the  maggots  continue  so  to  appear.  Such  dressing  shall  be 
applied  to  the  skin  in  such  a  manner  that  it  penetrates  through  the 
hole  made  by  the  maggot  into  the  cavity  containing  the  maggot  ;  or 

(6)  Any  ripe  maggots  shall  be  squeezed  out  from  the  backs  of 
the  infested  cattle  or  removed  by  othci  mechanical  means  and  effec- 
tively destroyed,  such  process  to  comm'.-nce  in  each  year  between 
the  fifteenth  and  twenty-second  days  -A  March  (both  days  inclusive) 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  maggots  have  reached  the  stage  at  which 
they  can  be  so  removed,  and  to  be  repeated  at  such  intervals  not 
exceeding  ten  days  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  escape  of 
live  maggots,  until  the  maggots  cease  to  appear  under  the  skin  on 
the  backs  of  the  cattle. 

The  Schedule  to  the  Order  states  that  the  dressing  shall 
be  prepared  immediately  before  use  by  diluting  with  water 
a  preparation,  in  powder  form,  containing  powdered  derris 
root.  The  directions  for  the  dilution  of  the  preparation 
shall  be  such  that  each  gallon  of  dressing  produced  shall 


contain  either  one  and  a  half  ounces  of  dams  resins  or  half 
an  ounce  of  rotenone ;  and  also  four  ounces  of  soap  which 
may  be  added  at  the  time  of  dilution  or  may  be  incorpo- 
rated in  the  preparation  in  powder  form. 

No  package  or  receptacle  containing  a  preparation  adver- 
tised as  being  suitable  for  preparing  a  dressing  for  use 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  unless  it  is  clearly  and  distinctly  labelled  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  vendor  thereof  with  a  statement  containing 
full  directions  for  dilution  and  use,  and  certifying  that  the 
dressing  prepared  as  directed  is  in  accordance  with  the 
specification  laid  down  in  the  Schpdule  to  this  Order. 
Now  that  a  real  remedy  for  warbles  is  available  it  is  satis- 
factory to  note  that  the  Governments  of  Great  Britain, 
Northern  Ireland  and  the  Irish  Free  State  have  decided  to 
co-operate  in  stamping  out  a  pest  which  has  always  been 
responsible  for  serious  losses  to  cattle-breeders  and  those 
connected  with  the  leather  industry. 

New  Bergamot  Oil  Control 

The  brief  news  to  hand  this  week  that  once  more  a  Con- 
sortium is  being  set  up  to  control  sales  and,  possibly, 
output  of  Bergamot  Oil  has  revived  interest  in  what  had 
for  some  weeks  been  a  rather  quiet  but  fully  steady  market. 
As  in  the  case  of  lemon  oil,  considerable  quantities  of 
bergamot  were  landed  here  prior  to  the  prohibition  of 
imports,  but  it  is  stated  that  the  majority  of  these  supplies 
have  since  been  sold  and  that  the  free  stocks  now  available 
here  are  by  no  means  heavy.  In  some  quarters,  however, 
the  opinion  is  held  that  there  is  still  plenty  of  this  Sicilian 
oil  on  this  market.  The  news  of  the  ])roj-o;ed  new  control 
had  the  immediate  effect  of  bringing  substantial  inquiry 
for  supplies  on  the  market,  and  spot  holders,  after  making 
sales  at  increased  prices,  are  now  conserving  their  stocks. 

Previous  attempts  to  fix  and  control  the  shipment  price 
of  bergamot  failed  in  their  object;  in  those  instances  the 
control  although  under  an  official  decree,  was  based  on  the 
co-operation  of  the  commercial  interests  concerned.  Now, 
from  the  very  limited  news  to  hand,  it  seems  that  the  new 
control  may  be  very  different  in  character.  The  latest 
advice  from  Sicily  indicates  that,  first,  the  output  and  the 
price  which  producers  will  be  paid  for  their  oil  is  to  be 
controlled  by  the  authorities.  The  price  exporters  will  pay 
for  supplies  and  the  price  they  quote  for  export  to  all 
markets  may  also  be  defined  and  controlled  in  a  similar 
manner.  Generally,  if  these  indications  are  correct  as  the 
basis  of  the  new  Consortium,  it  means,  in  effect,  that  pro- 
duction and  sales  are  to  be  put  under  direct  government 
supervision.  So  far,  the  Consortium  is  not  quoting  for  any 
market  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  shipment  price  will 
be  on  a  higher  level  than  recent  open  market  quotations 
of  about  15s.  per  kilo,  c.i.f.  The  last  Consortium  fixed 
the  price  at  los.  per  lb.  It  is  not  known  if  shipment 
business  with  this  country  (when  permitted)  or  any  other 
market  will  be  done  exclusively  through  one  channel,  as 
was  the  case  under  the  previous  Consortium.  The  report 
from  Sicily,  which  comes  from  an  unofficial  but  reliable 
source,  indicates  that  it  may  be  some  weeks  before  full 
details  are  known  and  the  Consortium  commences  opera- 
tions. As  in  the  case  of  lemon  oil.  New  York  is  the  chief 
outlet  available  for  the  time  being,  but  with-  the  carry-over 
of  old  oil  unusually  small  this  season  the  conditions  seem 
more  favourable  to  the  control  meeting  with  success  and  it 
is  generally  anticipated  that  the  fixed  price  will  be  not 
less  than  los.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  and  possibly  rather  higher. 
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At  the 
British  Industries 
Fair 


IN  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  6-  D.  we  gave  our  readers 
details  of  the  exhibitors  of  chief  interest  at  the  Olympia, 
London,  section  of  the  British  Industries  Fair,  which 
opened  on  February  17  and  will  close  on  February  28.  In  the 
following  pages  we  reproduce  photographs  of  a  number  of  the 
stands.  The  section  devoted  to  drugs  and  chemicals  is  situated 
near  the  Hammersmith  Road  entrance  and  quite  close  to  the 
main  entrance  in  Addison  Road.  The  section,  with  its  many  ex- 
cellent specimens  of  bulk  chemicals  and  finished  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  reflects  the  progress  made  by  British  chemical 
manufacturers,  as  commented  upon  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
C.  &■  D.  There  is  also  a  striking  display  in  the  Empire  section, 
and  here  the  chief  exhibits  of  interest  to  the  drug  trade  include 
sandalwood  oU  and  soap  from  Mysore  ;  peppermint  oil,  cedar- 
wood  oil,  geranium  oil  and  pyrethrum  flowers  from  Kenya ; 
tonka  beans  and  lime  oil  from  Trinidad  ;  sarsaparilla,  ginger, 
allspice,  orange  oil  and  honey  from  Jamaica  ;  aniseed,  linseed 
and  cumin  seed  from  Cyprus  ;  cod-liver  oil  from  Newfoundland. 
The  England  exhibit  was  mainly  devoted  to  national  mark 
products.  The  South  African  exhibit  called  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  Empire  exhibition,  which  is  to  be  held  in  Johannes- 
burg in  1936.  The  manufactyrers  of  optical  apparatus  have 
again  staged  a  comprehensive  display,  and  the  photographic 
trade,  too,  is  well  represented.     On  previous  occasions  we 


have  called  attention  to  the  remarkable  growth  of  the  plastics 
industry  and  judging  by  the  number  of  moulding  and  moulded 
materials  on  view,  it  would  appear  that  trade  in  these  products 
is  going  from  strength  to  strength.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
the  number  of  safety  razors  on  the  market  shows  no  sign  of 
diminishing.  Exhibitors  displaying  toilet  preparations  have 
again  made  the  most  of  their  attractively  packed  products. 

The  Fair  grows  bigger  every  year.  Lale  bookings  made 
necessary  a  supplementary  list  of  exhibitors,  and  even  this 
was  incomplete  on  opening  day.  Extra  floor  space  had  to  be 
provided  on  the  third  floor  of  Olympia  for  many  exhibitors, 
some  of  whom  are  showing  goods  of  interest  to  the  drug  trade. 
Chemists  should  note  that  their  own  section  is  not  wholly 
confined  to  the  ground  floor.  Altogether  there  were,  in  Lon- 
don, some  1,600  exhibitors,  the  largest  figure  yet.  In  1915, 
the  year  of  the  first  British  Industries  Fair,  held  at  the  Agri- 
cultural Hall,  Islington,  London,  exhibitors  totalled  591. 

At  the  White  City,  Shepherd's  Bush,  W.12,  a  further 
section  of  the  Fair  comprises  textiles,  furniture  and  furnish- 
ings. A  free  coach  service  is  provided  to  buyers  between 
Olympia  and  the  White  City.  At  Castle  Bromwich,  Birming- 
ham, an  exhibition  devoted  to  the  engineering  trades  runs 
concurrently  with  the  London  sections.  An  item  shown  here  is 
stainless  steel  tubing  for  the  manufacture  of  hypodermic  needles.

The  subdued  tone  recently  reported  in  most  markets  continues 
with  business  moving  on  moderate  lines.  General  conditions,  how- 
ever, are  quite  steady,  particularly  in  markets  handling  natural 
products.  The  further  recovery  in  the  American  dollar  is  satisfac- 
tory and  exchanges  have  fluctuated  but  little  this  week.  Some  of 
the  quietest  items  are  to  be  found  in  the  Ph.^rmaceutical  Chemicals 
markets,  with  quoted  prices  in  these  instances  unsteady  and  very 
competitive.  The  chief  lines  of  the  home  manufacturers,  however, 
are  mostly  keeping  steady,  as,  for  example.  Aspirin,  Bromides. 
Iodides,  IMercurials  and  Vanillin.  Methyl  Salicylate  is  still 
being  offered  at  very  cut  prices. 

Crude  Drugs 

In  a  fair  range  of  products  there  has  been  quite  a  nice  business 
passing,  but  in  oilier  directions  no  improvement  in  demand  can  be 
recorded.  The  general  level  of  prices  is  being  well  maintained  and 
some  further  advances  are  recorded.  The  spot  value  of  Agar  is 
gradually  moving  back  with  the  approach  of  new  crop.  Curacao 
Aloes  continue  to  sell  at  full  prices  on  spot.  Bareasco  and  Derris 
Roots  are  meeting  with  a  steady  sale.  Firm  offers  of  new  crop 
BucHU  are  being  maintained  at  recent  figures.  Good  business  in 
matured  Cascara  Sagrada  ;  prices  tend  firmer.  Russian  Ergot  is 
quoted  cheaper  with  business  negligible.  Shipment  prices  for  Sudan 
Gum  Acacia  are  again  easier  and  the  tone  is  not  healthy.  Honey' 
in  better  request,  market  fully  steady.  Hydrastis  is  sharply 
dearer  with  the  source  reporting  a  strong  position.  Full  prices  are 
being  obtained  for  Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha.  The  spot  Menthol 
market  has  been  active  and  the  tone  fonvard  is  firm  at  the 
advance.  Spanish-Italian  Mercury  is  reported  to  be  selling  well 
and  tends  to  advance  again.  Peppers  are  dull  and  fractionally 
easier.  Shensi  Rhubarb  is  dearer  on  spot  with  only  odd  parcels 
available  ;  no  shipment  offers.  New  crop  Alexandrian  Senn\  pods 
have  arrived  ;  the  supply  is  limited  and  good  prices  are  being  asked. 
Rather  more  inquiry  for  Tragacanth  this  week.  Bees'  Waxes  are 
fully  steady.  Carnauba  rather  quiet  and  slightly  easier  forward. 
Good  sales  of  Guaiacum  are  reported.  Benzoin  in  free  supply  at 
cheap  prices.  A  sale  of  Duckwarri  Cardamoms  will  take  place  next 
week. 

Essential  Oils 

A  few  items  in  this  market  have  met  with  a  brisk  inquiry,  but  a 
number  of  other  products  remain  slack.  Steady  demand  for  Anise 
(Star)  on  spot  ;  supplies  running  low,  particularly  tins  and  drums, 
and  prices  are  dearer.  Considerable  interest  in  Bergamot  due  to 
the  news  of  the  formation  of  a  control  at  the  source.  Good  quality 
Cassia  is  wanted  on  spot.  Citronellas  remain  slack.  Sicilian  hand- 
pressed  Lemon  is  very  firm  and  again  dearer  on  spot  and  sales  are 
being  limited  in  quantity.  The  distilled  Californian  oil  is  in  very 
small  supply  here  and  stocks  of  cold-pressed  have  been  cleared  for 
tiie  moment.  Mandarin  and  Patchouli  are  very  short  and  firm 
markets.  Japanese  Peppermint  has  sold  well,  particularly  spot  goods, 
the  price  is  still  less  than  the  cost  of  replacement  and  Japanese 
shippers'  quotations  are  dearer  and  firm.  French  Lavender  and 
Spanish  Spike  are  irregular  and  dull.  Wormseed  is  fully  steady 
at  the  source.

Commercial  Notes 

I.F.S.  Medicinal  imports. — Returns  for  1935  show  the  imports  of 
medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  reached  ;f294,790,  as  compared 
with  ;i274,55i  for  the  year  1934.  For  December  the  figure  was 
£24,417,  against  £^g,o(>T.  Imports  of  perfumery,  cosmetics,  etc.,  for 
the  year  fell  to  £36,623,  against  1^71,944. 

Java  citronella  oil  shipments. — Exports  for  the  period  January- 
September  1935,  totalled  1,232,750  kilos.,  valued  at  954,449  florins, 
compared  with  1,260,702  kilos.,  valued  at  1,451,980  florins,  during  the 
same  period  of  1934.  It  is  stated  that  the  shipment  values  recorded 
in  1935  were  the  lowest  for  many  years. 

Tartaric  acid. — It  is  reported  that  production  at  thc  rate  of  35 
metric  tons  a  month  is  being  carried  on  in  Japan  by  two  com- 
panies, and  that  four  other  companies  expect  to  be  in  production 
in  the  near  future.  These  plants  are  expected  to  meet  all  domestic 
requirements  and  to  have  a  surplus  for  e.vport. 

Macedonian  saffron. — The  1935  crop  was  estimated  at  550  to  600 
kilos,  of  red  saffron  and  275  to  300  kilos,  of  yellow  saffron,  as  against 
510  and  250  kilos.,  respectively,  in  1934.  The  quality  of  the  1935  crop 
is  reported  to  be  good.  The  acreage  planted  with  crocus  in  1935  was 
estimated  at  approximately  125  acres  as  against  100  acres  in  1934. 

Italian  citrate  of  lime. — The  Camera  Agrumaria  is  reported  to  have 
guaranteed  that  the  price  for  citrate  of  lime  this  year  would  be  300 
lire  per  quintal  for  citrate  with  a  64  per  cent,  acid  content.  Any 
difference  between  the  guaranteed  price  and  the  average  market  price 
realised  on  the  sale  of  the  citrate  would  be  met  by  the  Camera. 
This  price  compares  with  200  lire  per  quintal  paid  last  year. 

Turkish  tragacanth  trade. — The  crop  returns  for  1935  were  esti- 
mated at  about  3,000  bags  (about  300,000  kilos.),  as  compared  with 
1,500  to  1,750  bags  (150,000  to  175,000  kilos.)  in  1934.  It  was  reported 
that  the  1935  crop  is  of  good  quality.  Arrivals  up  to  December  i 
amounted  to  2,000  bags,  about  1,800  of  which  had  been  exported. 
The  local  market  had  not  received  reports  on  crop  movements  in 
Syria  and  I'ersia,  but  it  was  believed  that  the  1935  crop  in  both  those 
countries  would  not  exceed  that  of  1934  and  probably  would  be  some- 
what less.

Poisons  Control 

Sir, — The  leading  article  in  your  issue  of  January  25  suggests 
that  ' '  most  organised  bodies  seem  to  have  obtained  their 
desire,"  and  makes  a  comparison  in  this  respect  with  the  unfor- 
tunate position  in  which  pharmacists  now  find  themselves.  We 
should  like  to  point  out  that  while  a  number  of  the  points  raised 
by  manufacturers  have  received  favourable  consideration,  by 
no  means  all  of  them  have  been  accepted,  and  it  would  be  quite 
incorrect  to  state  that  manufacturers  in  general  are  completely 
satisfied.  If  those  who  are  to  blame  for  the  initiation  of  the 
present  legislation  are  now  finding  that,  as  an  accomplished 
fact,  it  presents  certain  inconveniences,  they  have  only  them- 
selves to  thank.  A  loophole  was  given  in  the  original  Bill  by 
which  the  manufacturing  and  wholesale  trade  could  have  been 
exempted  from  these  regulations.  The  Poisons  Board  did  not 
see  fit  to  take  advantage  of  that  loophole.  The  whole  question, 
therefore,  became  far  more  complicated,  and  has  resulted  in 
hardships  and  complications  for  all  parties  concerned.  If  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  has  reported  correctly,  we  now  have 
the  edifying  spectacle  of  Mr.  Linstead  finding  some  of  the 
recent  changes  made  by  the  Home  Secretary  ' '  disappointing 
to  pharmacy  after  the  hard  work  which  has  been  undertaken 
on  the  Poisons  Board."  We  find  that  Mr.  Linstead  is  reported 
by  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  have  indicated  that  it  is 
only  the  Home  Secretary's  point  of  view,  which  is  "that  of 
the  public  rather  than  the  pharmacist."  When  we  first  saw 
this,  we  felt  that  there  must  be  some  mistake,  and  we  therefore 
refrained  from  comment,  but  Mr.  Linstead's  remarks  at  Liver- 
pool on  the  28th  ultimo,  as  reported  on  p.  145  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  of  February  8,  appear  to  confirm  this  impres- 
sion. It  would  be  of  interest  to  us,  and  perhaps  to  others,  to 
know  if,  in  effect,  the  pharmaceutical  members  of  the  Poisons 
Board  ever  considered  this  legislation  from  the  point  of  view  of 
all  concerned,  or  whether  they  limited  their  outlook  to  the 
interests  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  We  trust  that  Mr. 
Linstead  will  be  able  to  show  that  the  impression  we  have 
gained  from  the  two  leports  mentioned  above  is,  in  fact, 
incorrect. — Yours  faithfully.

Personally  I  would  rather  sell  "  toilets  " 
and  films.  It  is  time  that  through  meetings  and  letters  we 
adopted  a  more  belligerent  attitude.  The  legality  of  our  pay- 
ing the  extra  guinea  for  selling  poisons  should  be  tested  in  the 
law  courts.  The  elections  are  taking  place  soon,  and  it  is  up 
to  the  young  pharmacists  to  turn  the  "Old  Gang"  out.

Chemists'  Friends  Scheme 

Sir, — The  Wembley  and  District  Chemise's'  Association  is 
anxious  to  correct  an  error  in  your  report  of  the  N.P.U.  Con- 
ference. Wembley  presented  two  resolutions ;  the  first  is 
reported  correctly,  but  the  second  resolution  in  the  names  of 
Wembley  and  Middlesbrough  has  evidently  been  mixed  up  with 
a  different  resolution  from  another  source  and  consequently 
creates  an  erroneous  impression.  The  second  resolution  should 
read  as  follows: — "That  each  branch  obtain  a  supply  of  cir- 
culars for  distribution  to  its  members  in  the  form  of  a  letter, 
refusing  display  bonus  offers  and  stating  the  reasons."  .  .  . 
[We  are  unable  to  trace  this  resolution  in  the  report  supplied 
officially. — Editor.]  In  addition  to  the  first  resolution,  this 
was  adopted  unanimously  by  the  Conference.  We  should  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  convey,  with  all  modesty,  our 
thanks  to  the  president  of  the  Conference  for  his  kind  reference 


to  Wembley's  activities  on  behalf  of  the  C.F.  scheme,  and  also 
to  express  our  great  appreciation  to  the  delegates  for  their 
unanimous  support  to  our  resolutions.  The  Wembley  Associa- 
tion consider  it  important  that  the  following  comments  should 
be  placed  before  all  the  other  chemists'  associations  and  their 
members  who  are  enthusiastic  supporters  of  the  C.F.  scheme. 
It  is  most  essential  that  we  strictly  adhere  to  the  ethics  and 
principles  of  the  C.F.  scheme  as  laid  down  in  the  November 
edition  of  the  N.P.U.  Supplem.ent,  and  not  to  allow  opponents 
to  introduce  side-issues  in  order  to  obstruct  and  confuse.  The 
C.F.  scheme  is  not  an  aggressive  but  a  defensive  action  forced 
on  chemists  in  order  to  combat  the  piratical  raids  from  aU 
quarters  on  what  we  consider  to  be  our  rightful  preserves, 
merited  by  lifelong  training  and  experience  in  supplying  the 
public  with  proprietary  medicinal  and  surgical  requirements. 
It  is  within  our  knowledge  that  certain  manufacturers  have 
received  what  they  deem  to  be  abusive  letters  from  a  number 
of  _  over-zealous  supporters  of  the  C.F.  scheme;  this  in  our 
opinion  is  definitely  wrong,  and  is  provocative  of  delay  and 
hesitation  by  those  manufacturers  whom  we  desire  to  interest 
and  bring  into  the  scheme  for  our  mutual  benefits.  May  we 
appeal  to  all  our  C.F.  friends  in  retail  pharmacy  to  approach 
the  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  with  all  friendliness,  appre- 
ciating their  possible  difficulties  in  arriving  at  a  conclusion  as 
to  whether  they  are  able  to  join  the  C.F.  scheme  or  not,  and  to 
be  intelligently  persistent  in  our  endeavours,  co-operating  with 
all  concerned— retailers,  wholesalers,  and  manufacturers,  vidth 
the  object  of  adding  dignity  and  raising  to  a  higher  plane  the 
distribution  of  medicinal  proprietaries  and  surgical  sundries.

Sir, — -The  meeting  at  Grimsby  (C.  &•  D.,  February  15, 
p.  174)  passed  a  series  of  resolutions  concerning  the  effect  oif 
the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  on  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  which,  although  various  comments  have 
been  made  on  the  possibilities,  are  so  far  as  I  know  the  first 
attempts  to  put  them  in  a  detailed  form.  You  have  analysed 
this  ably  in  your  article  on  "  'Modern  Times'  in  Pharmacy" 
(p.  185),  and  I  note  you  refer  to  the  interpretation  placed  on 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  namely,  that  public  interest 
must  come  before  the  interest  of  any  special  section  of  the 
community.  But  the  whole  system  of  training  and  examina- 
tion of  pharmacists  has  been  built  up  on  the  basis  that  in  the 
sale  of  drugs  and  poisons  the  interests  of  the  public  demand 
that  these  things  should  be  handled  and  distributed  by  persons 
qualified  to  do  so ;  now  we  arrive  at  a  position  where  the 
Government  still  exact  the  qualification  and  at  the  same  time 
say  in  effect  that  it  is  no  longer  required  to  serve  the  public. 
If  the  manufacturers  hold  to  the  same  argument  in  regard  to 
their  proprietary  remedies,  the  pharmacist  becomes  a  mere 
distributor  of  packed  lines  and  is  on  much  the  same  level  as 
the  girl  in  a  bazaar,  who  merely  wraps  up  the  goods  and  takes 
the  money.  In  regard  to  the  effect  of  the  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme  on  the  P.A.T.A.,  one  of  the  underlying  principles  of 
the  latter  is  that  in  return  for  price  protection  the  chemist  shall 
do  his  best  to  promote  the  sale  of  proprietaries  on  the  P.A.T.A. 
List.  Obviously,  if  a  line  is  not  on  the  C.F.  List  and  the 
chemist  is  not  supposed  to  display  it,  he  cannot  fulfil  his 
obligation  to  the  P.A.T.A.  if  the  article  is  on  their  List,  and 
so  he  comes  to  a  parting  of  the  ways.  One  of  your  corre- 
spondents (p.  198)  puts  forward  the  revolutionary  idea  that  we 
should  "scrap"  the  P.A.T.A.  and  cut  the  price  of  all  pro- 
prietaries not  on  the  C.F.  List,  until  the  other  traders  were 
tired  of  selling  goods  at  cost  price,  when  the  manufacturers 
would  automatically  become  "chemists'  friends."  Quite  a 
good  idea  if  it  were  sure  to  work  out  as  expected,  but  it  might 
become  a  boomerang.  It  would  become  a  game  of  ' '  beggar 
my  neighbour ' '  in  which  the  other  traders  would  be  using  side- 
lines as  counters,  whilst  the  chemist  would  be  staking  his  staple 
commodities.  Somebody  has  suggested  that  membership  of 
the  N.P.U.  should  carry  with  it  acceptance  of  the  C.F.  scheme: 
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what  would  be  the  effect  of  stipulating  that  all  medicinal  pre- 
parations on  the  P.A.T.A.  should  also  be  on  the  C.F.  List? 
We  should  then  know  where  we  stood  with  regard  to  these 
lines ;  those  manufacturers  who  did  not  choose  to  accept  would 
remove  their  goods  from  the  P.A.T.A.  I  cannot  say  that  I  am 
seriously  suggesting  such  an  attempt  should  be  made,  because 
I  am  wondering  how  much  of  the  P.A.T.A.  List  would  be  left. 
It  may  be  true  that  other  traders  are  interested  in  chemists' 
proprietaries  because  of  the  assured  profit — indeed,  it  is  prob- 
able that  it  is  this  profit  which  has  induced  many  of  them  to 
take  out  patent-medicine  licences ;  but  I  can  remember  the 
time  when  nearly  all  patents  were  cut,  and  I  think  on  the 
whole  we  have  gained  by  the  system  of  price  protection.  It  is 
impossible  to  make  any  system  absolutely  foolproof,  but  we 
do  not  want  two  schemes  running  which  interfere  with  one 
another. — Faithfully  yours.

His  letter  in 
your  last  week's  issue  (p.  198)  indicates  that  he  has  not  fore- 
seen it  will  never  be  necessary  for  co-operative  societies  to 
wrestle  with  the  problem  he  envisages,  inasmuch  as  there  is 
an  outlet  from  the  problem  he  sets  which  will  leave  such  co- 
operative societies  in  a  position  of  greater  freedom  than  before 
in  respect  of  their  pharmaceutical  trade.

British  Industries  Fair 

Sir, — "Collective  action,"  "mutual  assistance"  ;  these  are 
the  popular  words  which  are  now  widely  employed  by  many  of 
Europe's  leading  politicians.  Allow  me  to  suggest  that  the 
use  of  such  expressions  should  not  be  so  limited.  They  should 
be  actively  interpreted  by  our  British  manufacturers,  especially 
at  this  time  when  the  British  Industries  Fair  is  to  be  held. 
What  is  required  is  more  and  more  suitable  advertising  for 
Britain's  goods  in  France.  France,  for  instance,  may  be  re- 
garded as  a  country  on  which  we  may  base  certain  estimates. 
By  collective  and  mutual  assistance,  manufacturers  in  Great 
Britain,  and  in  particular  chemists  exporting  to  France,  could 
increase  their  present  business  to  considerably  larger  propor- 
tions at  a  minimum  expense.  Very  few  firms  would  be  willing 
to  employ  some  special  representative  to  direct  any  small  or 
localised  campaign.  I  venture  to  suggest  that  they  would  be 
more  disposed  to  consider  the  possibilities  of  grouping  together 
their  efforts  by  utilising  the  services  of  those  familiar  with  the 
market  in  question.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  two  or  three 
firms  should  decide  mutually  to  participate  in  a  commercial 
propaganda  campaign.  Such  a  plan  could  be  organised  in  the 
provinces  or  in  a  "  departement  "  where  the  goods  would  find 
a  favourable  diffusion.  The  expense  of  such  an  enterprise 
would  not  be  costly,  as  the  total  travelling  expenses  would  be 
divided  by  the  number  of  firms  taking  part  in  the  scheme. 
Publicity  material,  dummies,  showcards,  etc.,  could  be  carried 
by  car  and  distributed  to  the  most  important  chemists  in  the 
area  decided  upon.  Actual  displays  might  even  be  arranged 
on  the  spot.  I  am  a  firm  believer  that  success  lies  behind 
these  proposals,  and  that  an  increase  in  the  demand  of  United 
Kingdom  produce  would  be  the  welcomed  result.

Buying  Over  the  Counter 

Sir, — "  I  have  some  in  the  car  "  is  tlie  remark  heard  from 
travellers  with  increasing  frequency  when  they  are  introducing 
a  new  line  to  the  retailer.  There  seems  to  be  no  objection 
to  this  novel  way  of  delivering  goods,  provided  the  buyer 
makes  a  note  at  the  time  of  the  amount  he  has  bought,  so  that 
the  invoice,  when  it  arrives  in  due  course,  may  be  checked, 
and  any  errors  corrected.  But  it  is  unwise  to  accept  the 
traveller's  word  that  such  goods  are  on  sale  or  return,  and 
that  unsold  stock  will  be  collected  later  on.  Usually  the 
manufacturer  repudiates  any  such  promise,  and  demands  pay- 
ment in  full,  whether  the  goods  are  sold  or  not.  The  repre- 
sentatives of  at  least  one  firm  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
delivering  all  stock  required  from  their  cars,  and  taking  away 
empties  in  return — a  great  saving  of  time  and  trouble  for  both 
parties.  From  the  manufacturer's  point  of  view  there  is  one 
great  advantage  in  distributing  small  quantities  of  new  lines 
through  the  medium  of  their  representatives :  the  product  is 
more  likely  to  be  shown  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  counter 


than  if  it  was  delivered  by  post,  rail  or  van  in  the  usual  way. 
In  fact,  the  traveller  himself  frequently  asks  permission  to  put 
a  display  outer  on  the  counter,  perhaps  with  the  addition  of  a 
small  showcard.  Manufacturers  of  proprietary  pills,  etc., 
often  sample  a  neighbourhood  without  first  notifying  the  local 
chemists  of  their  advertising  activities,  with  the  result  that 
stocks  quickly  run  out.  At  such  a  time  the  retailer  would  be 
glad  of  a  visit  from  the  firm's  representative,  especially  if  he 
had  stock  and  show-material  available. — Yours  faithfully,

"  Dangerous  "  Drugs  in  Mixtures 

Sir, — There  is  no  doubt  much  to  be  said  for  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  and  Regulations  in  reference  to  sales  of  certain 
items  in  pill  or  tablet  form,  a  doctor's  prescription  being 
understood.  When,  however,  such  drugs  are  ordered  in  a 
mixture  where  the  "dangerous"  item  is  one  of  several  other, 
possibly  quite  innocuous,  ingredients,  it  seems  to  be  over- 
looked by  the  Poisons  Board  that  to  reach  the  fatal  amount 
every  item  is  automatically  multiplied,  and  that  if  there  should 
be  any  desire  towards  suicide  the  patient  would  have  to 
swallow  a  preposterously  large  and  almost  impossible  draught 
to  achieve  the  effect  desired.  A  script  for  a  bronchial  mixture 
before  me  reads: — Sodii  bicarb,  gr.  x.,  tr.  ipecac,  mx.,  dia- 
morph.  hyd.  gr.  -j^,  tr.  hyoscy.  mx.,  spt.  amnion,  ar.  mx.,  aq. 
m.  pip.  ad  Jss.,  mitte  Jviij.  In  order  to  attain  to  5  gr.  of 
diamorph.  hyd.  this  has  to  be  multiplied  by  eighty.  Apart 
from  the  emetic  dose  of  tr.  ipecac,  and  the  possible  danger  of 
the  tr.  hyoscy.  800  min.,  what  sort  of  patient  is  likely  to  retain 
two  imperial  pints  of  such  a  combination?  In  practice  no  one 
would  be  likely  to  take  the  full  8  oz.  prescribed.  I  contend, 
therefore,  that  the  strict  rules  as  to  such  drugs  in  mixture  form 
might  safely  be  modified.  To  have  to  seek  a  doctor's  order 
for  every  bottle  (8  oz.)  is  an  irksome  and  I  think  quite  unneces- 
sary restriction.  In  the  solid  form  there  is  no  doubt  some  risk. 
My  wife  during  her  last  illness,  lasting  three  or  four  years,  had 
prescriptions  for  various  hypnotics  in  tablet  and  pill  form  of 
which  she  took  very  little,  e.g.,  veronal,  morphine.  After  her 
death  I  turned  out  dozens  of  these  unused  drugs.

The  Tzvo  Extremes 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  prescribing  of  large  quantities  of 
drugs  for  panel  patients  in  order  to  economise  on  dispensing 
fees  really  results  in  the  end  in  an  economy  to  the  drug  fund. 
In  the  cases  reported  in  the  C.  D.,  January  18,  p.  60,  where 
doctors  prescribed  i|  lb.  of  bulk  powder,  it  is  probable  that  a 
large  proportion  of  this  will  be  wasted  or  perhaps  be  used  by 
some  other  member  of  the  patient's  family.  One  doctor  I 
used  to  dispense  insurance  prescriptions  for  prescribed  drugs 
separately  in  order  to  save  a  compounding  fee  ;  thus,  he  would 
order  i  oz.  each  of  sodii  bibor.  and  sodii  bicarb.,  and  direct 
the  patient  to  mix  them  with  an  equal  quantity  of  table  salt 
for  a  nasal  douche  powder  ;  whether  the  powder  was  homo- 
geneous is  doubtful. — Bulked  (21 /i).

H.  W.  (10/22). — Disinfection  by  vacuum  cleaner. — For 
the  purpose  of  blowing  the  disinfectant  through  a  vacuum 
cleaner  we  think  crystals  of  borax  would  be  preferable  to  those 
of  sodium  carbonate.  Alternatively,  you  might  try  the  use  of 
fine  pine  sawdust  as  the  holding  material,  and  a  suitable 
perfume  could  be  as  follows :  —

This  preparation 
should  be  bottled  as  soon  as  it  is  made,  a  drop  of  ether  being 
put  on  the  surface  of  the  liquid  in  each  bottle  a  few  seconds 
before  the  cork  is  put  in.  Blue  or  amber-coloured  bottles 
should  be  used. 


— The  preparation 
used  in  foundries  for  binding  sands  for  fine  castings  appears  to 
be  a  linseed  oU  soap,  the  alkali  being  sodium. 

B.  R.  H.  (18/22). — Water  softener. — A  preparation  for 
placing  in  tanks  in  order  to  soften  the  water  and  clean  the 
pipes  and  boiler  could  be  a  mixture  of  sodium  carbonate  and 
borax.  Such  chemicals  are  usually  employed  in  the  proportion 
of  3  of  carbonate  and  i  of  borax.

Murrell  published  an  article  in  "  The  British  Medical  Journal" 
of  December  12,  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  obtained 
excellent  results  in  cases  of  winter  cough  by  the  use  of  pure 
terebene.  The  dose  he  advises  is  from  5  to  20  minims  on  sugar. 
He  also  administers  it  as  a  spray,  from  one  to  two  ounces  to 
be  diffused  and  inhaled  every  week.  Terebene,  he  finds,  also 
relieves  flatulence  and  acidity,  and  combined  with  equal  parts 
each  of  oil  of  cubeb  and  oil  of  santal  wood,  mixed  with  liquid 
vaseline  and  used  in  an  atomising  apparatus,  he  has  found  to 
yield  excellent  results,  not  only  in  winter  cough  but  also  in 
post-nasal  cafcirrh,  as  well  as  in  improving  the  tone  of  the 
voice.  ...  It  will  be  noted  that  several  drug  houses  make 
prominent  announcements  of  terebene  in  their  advertisements 
this  month.
